Tackling the 21st Century with Optimism 

Something unique took place recently in San Francisco 
when a group of North American numismatic leaders as- 
sembled to exchange ideas, establish priorities and set 
agendas for the next 15 years in preparation for the 21st 
century. The meeting was conceived by Michael Turrini 
for the September 25-28 convention of the Northern 
California Numismatic Association. 

An audience of 40 or more dedicated coin collectors 
listened in rapt attention as a panel of eight represent- 
atives of major numismatic organizations expressed their 
opinions. Their statements were followed by a question- 
and-answer session, which delved into such topics as the 
lack of U.S. Mint involvement in making the general 
public aware of numismatics and backing educationally 
oriented programs in public schools; coin dealer ethics,- 
dominance of dealers in ANA leadership; and strategies 
for increasing public awareness. 

Comprising the panel were Harry Fowler, president of the American Numismatic So- 
ciety; Stanley Clute, president of the Canadian Numismatic Association; Anna M. Cross 
de Torres, president of the Sociedad Numismatica de Mexico,- O.L. Wallis, president of 
the California State Numismatic Association; Denis Hooker, president of the host NCNA; 
Clifford Mishler of Krause Publications; and myself. Beth Deisher, editor of Coin World, 
served as moderator of the two-hour session staged at the Cathedral Hill Hotel. 

Fowler described the purpose of the ANS as being the ''development and maintenance 
of a numismatic cabinet and library in the service of all scholarly research and popular 
dissemination." He went on to explain that in the future the ANS will emphasize service 
to a greater extent. The organization sees itself as an international numismatic study center, 
and its energies must be directed toward furthering that objective. 

CNS President Clute felt that increased cooperation and interaction between the nu- 
mismatic organizations of North America would greatly benefit his fellow Canadian col- 
lectors, particularly in sharing information and methodology. Two areas are especially 
challenging providing continuity in the Young Numismatists program, and fostering 
greater cooperation between English- and French-speaking collectors in Canada. 

Anna Cross de Torres asserted that she has no doubt that Mexican numismatics will 
continue to attract collectors well into the 21st century. "Four hundred fifty years of coin 
production will prove a sound foundation for continued development, adding uniqueness 
and variety to numismatics," she observed. "1 think all of us subscribe to the opinion 
that numismatics, in its aspects as a science, a hobby, a commercial activity or a way 
to invest, has proved over the years to survive the march of time. Consequently, we all 
agree that numismatics is ageless and that it is only us and our points of view that grow old." 

The comments 1 offered during the forum focused on building a new base of young col- 
lectors for the future, to me the most important task facing our 32,000-member organiza- 
tion today. We must create a new generation of members by tapping the resources of youth 
groups, schools and libraries, as well as those of the investment community and seasoned 
collectors. The ANA recognizes that the most effective method of increasing public aware- 
ness of this hobby is the implementation of educational aids and programs, such as 
seminars, pubhcations, videocassettes, television spots and a national network of speakers. 
In particular, we must strive to cooperate with and help local coin clubs. 

I also suggested that a wider membership base and total family involvement are need- 
ed to ensure the necessary survival of the hobby. We must go out of our way to help new 
collectors realize how enjoyable, educational and rewarding this hobby can be.

Machines Mills Study 
Contradicts Crosby Reference 

With regard to the article ''Machines 
Mills Halfpence: America's Forgotten 
Early Coppers" (September 1986) by Nor- 
man G. Peters, some points seem to re- 
quire clarification. 

Concerning Machin's Mills, the author 
states that "little if any manufacturing of 
hardware actually occurred there." At the 
time, the term "hardware" often applied 
to coins as well as hinges, nuts, bolts, etc. 
For example, on importation manifests for 
tokens and coins imported from Europe, 
the word "hardware" often was used. 

The author also mentions that "Machin 
and company accepted four more part- 
ners, one of whom was Reuben Harmon 
..." A close reading of the agreement, as 
printed in Sylvester S. Crosby's reference, 
The Early Coins of America, shows that 
the term "accepted" is not appropriate. 
Rather, Machin and his associates actual- 
ly paid a premium to become part of the 
Reuben Harmon contract. If anyone was 
"accepted," it was the Machin group that 
was accepted by Harmon. 

Also inaccurate is the assertion that 
Machin "began striking Vermont coun- 
terfeit George III hal^ence (Vermont 
coppers) to fulfill Harmon's contract." 
Harmon's contract was with the State of 
Vermont and specified the devices and 
inscriptions to appear on the coins, all re- 
lating to Vermont. There is no way that 
Machin's striking of counterfeit George HI 
halfpence had anything to do with Har- 
mon's contract with the State of Vermont. 
Both Ryder-Richardson 18 and 13, pic- 
tured on page 1804, are Vermont coppers, 
not "counterfeit George III halfpence." 

The statement, "In 1787 Machin, hav- 
ing gained possession of the dies through 
Harmon, began unauthorized minting of 
Connecticut coppers," is incorrect, for 
Harmon, who was located in Rupert, Ver- 
mont, did not have any dies bearing Con- 
necticut inscriptions. 

The following statement, "Harmon also 
was in partnership with William Buell, 
owner of a patent to strike Connecticut 
coppers," is likewise incorrect. A son of 
Abel Buell, Benjamin (not William, who 


was 14 years old at the time but is men- 
tioned in error by Crosby), went from 
Connecticut to Vermont, possibly carry- 
ing certain engraving tools and punches 
with him. However, neither Benjamin 
Buell nor any other Buell was ever in part- 
nership with Harmon. (Much of this in- 
formation is found in the "Vermont" 
chapter of Crosby's book, which, appar- 
ently, the author did not use as a source, 
for it is not listed among his references.) 

The author also mentions that the re- 
verses of Machin's Mills halfpence "carry 
dates from 1776 to 1788," yet several 
pages later the author lists numerous va- 
rieties of earlier dates, including 1747, 
1771, 1772, 1774 and 1775.

Atocha Article Elicits Response 

I really enjoyed N. Neil Harris' story 
regarding Mel Fisher's Treasure Salvors, 
Inc. ("Coins of the Nuestra Senora de 
Atocha," October 1986). It put me right 
with him on his journey. Keep up the 
great work!

The Atocha article by N. Neil Harris 
was a good piece of writing, but one 
whose numismatic aspect requires some 
commentary. Only a small number of 
the pictured 47 cobs are rare, and some 
of the numismatic observations and im- 
plications are incorrect. 

For example, every week of the year, 
cob dealers see, buy and sell most of the 
coins described, many of which are in bet- 
ter grades (not sea salvage). Of the few 
Colombian silver rarities, RN or S (prob- 
ably SF) mintmark pieces, with or with- 
out assayer initial A, are not "unrecord- 
ed outside the Atocha recovery." More 
remarkable is the anomalous arms of Por- 
tugal imposed on the upper shield of some 
of the earliest Colombian cobs (photos 
33-37), a feature seldom seen (though not 
unknown, for it also appears on the Co- 
lombian 2 escudos of 1622, the first gold 
coin of the Americas).

1572 and 1578" are impossible, as Lima 
cobs of that period did not bear dates. In 
addition, it is not noteworthy for a Lima 
cob to lack the H of HISPANIARUM in its 
legend. Rather, it was typical of the Lima 
Mint to drop the H and use I or Y as the 
initial letter of that word. 

Lastly, there is nothing in the list of 47 
presumably most-significant specimens 
and accompanying photos that is going to 
cause a "devaluation of existing collec- 
tions." It is a disservice to collectors and 
readers of The Numismatist to suggest 
otherwise or to speculate that "we can on- 
ly wait and see." 

In short, there are some interesting 
items in the group, but nothing new to 
cob professionals and advanced collectors 
of cobs. It's a shame the author didn't 
cover up his typewriter at the end of the 
excellent narrative portion of the article 
and not fall into the trap of proffering 
numismatic judgments without research 
in what is undeniably a difficult branch 
of numismatics. There is a big difference 
between numismatic scholarship and the 
gospel according to shipwreck salvors.

Reader Inspired by 
Greco-Roman Antiquity 

I was delighted to read Adam Good- 
heart's scholarly and effective letter in the 
September 1986 issue of The Numisma- 
tist (" 'Riddle of the Apocalypse' Draws 
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Comments/' p. 1788). That letter and the 
reproduction of coins bearing likenesses 
of Pallas Athena and Apollo, which ap- 
peared a few pages later, were the best 
things in the issue. 

For years I have longed to see an issue 
of The Numismatist in which there is no 
mention of chi rho coins, which are asso- 
ciated with one of the most corrupt, vi- 
cious, theocratic empires the world has 
seen — the Byzantine. 1 was interested to 
learn that Constantine also had a vision 
of Apollo. It is most unfortunate that he 
didn't make the cult of Apollo, the Muses, 
or the Arts and Sciences the state religion. 

If The Numismatist must get into re- 
ligion, then include invocations to Athena 
that she grant us wisdom and to Apollo 
that he inspire us to produce the beautiful 
and cultivate the arts and sciences. There 
is so much in Greco-Roman numismatics 
that needs explication and should be 
made available to young people to inspire 
them.

1804 Dollar Once Offered 
by Pullen &) Hanks 

I found Donn Pearlman's article, "My 
Kingdom for a Coin!" (October 1986, p. 
2062), interesting, even though it was 
somewhat incomplete. Bowers Ruddy 
did sell the Garrett specimen of the 1 804 
silver dollar for $400,000 to Pullen 
Hanks of El Paso, Texas, on March 26, 
1980. However, on April 17, 1980, the 
specimen was sold by Pullen <Si Hanks to 
Sam Colavita of Trenton, New Jersey, for 
close to $500,000. This sale was con- 
ducted at the Central States Numismatic 
Society convention held in Lincoln, 
Nebraska. The next day — Friday, April 
18 — was what has been called "Black Fri- 
day," when the bottom of the coin market 
dropped out. 

Mr. Pearlman seems to have been una- 
ware of this sale, but having been there 
at the time, I am not. Donn should look 
at page 2042 of the same issue that fea- 
tures his article. The advertisement on 
that page tells all about the Garrett spec- 
imen of the 1804 silver dollar.

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First-strike ceremonies for the American Eagle silver coin were held 
at the U.S. Assay Office in San Francisco. 


First Silver Eagles Struck 
in San Francisco 

Government officials and 
invited guests gathered at 
the United States Assay Of- 
fice in San Francisco on Oc- 
tober 29 for ceremonial first 
strikings of the new silver 
American Eagle bullion coin. 
First-strike ceremonies for 
the gold coin occurred in 
September at the West Point 
Bullion Depository. 

Secretary of the Treasury 
James A. Baker HI personal- 
ly operated the Bliss coinage 
press to strike the first three 
silver coins, followed by 
Mint Director Donna Pope, 
who struck the fourth. U.S. 
Senator James McClure (R- 
Idaho), sponsor of the silver 
bullion legislation, took his 
turn for the fifth specimen. 

'^Today, we inaugurate 
the production of a silver 
bullion coin . . . adding the 
second half of our entrance 
into the multi-billion dollar 
bullion coin market, ” Pope 
said. '^All indications are 
that the American Eagles 
will have a very prominent 
position in the marketplace, 
both at home and abroad." 



The American Eagle $1 coin con- 
tains one ounce of pure silver. 


The pure silver $1 coin, 
featuring Adolph Weinman's 
Walking Liberty design used 
on U.S. half dollars from 
1916-47, together with a re- 
verse showing Mint engraver 
John Mercanti's rendering of 
a heraldic eagle, is being sold 
in uncirculated condition to 
bulk distributors for $1 over 
the spot price of silver bul- 
lion. Uncirculated versions, 
which do not bear a mint- 
mark, also are available from 
dealers, while proof versions, 
which carry the "S" mint- 
mark, were sold directly by 
the Mint througji November. 

Others producing first 
strikes included former Mint 
Director Eva Adams; Robert 
Clark, comptroller of the cur- 
rency,* Elizabeth Jones, Mint 
chief sculptor/engraver; ANA 
President Florence Schook; 
and O.L. Wallis, president 
of the California State Nu- 
mismatic Association. 

Bullion Distributors 
Chosen by Mint 

Nine U.S. precious-metal 
dealers and financial institu- 
tions have been approved by 
the U.S. Mint as direct buy- 


ers of the new American Ea- 
gle gold bullion coins, and 
another five firms qualified 
as primary purchasers of the 
one-ounce silver pieces. Six- 
teen buyers in 7 other coun- 
tries also qualified to pur- 
chase the gold bullion pieces 
directly from the Mint, along 
with 14 purchasers of the 
silver coins. The firms be- 
gan retail sales to the public 
in October. 

Companies with U.S. out- 
lets approved for bulk pur- 
chase of the Eagle gold pieces 
are Credit Suisse, Engelhard 
Metals Corporation, J. Aron 
&, Company, Merrill Lynch, 
Mocatta Metals Corpora- 
tion, Phillipp Brothers, Pru- 
dential-Bache Securities, Re- 
public National Bank of New 
York and Shearson Lehman 
Brothers. Five domestic firms, 
along with those already 
listed, qualified as silver 
purchasers: A-Mark Precious 
Metals; Deak International; 
Manfra, Tordella Si Brookes; 
Monex International Limit- 
ed; and Rhode Island Trust 
National Bank. 

Foreign concerns approved 
as direct buyers of the gold 
coins are Canada's Bank of 
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Nova Scotia and Canadian 
Imperial Bank of Commerce; 
Germany's Deutsche Bank 
A.G., Dresdner Bank A.G. 
and Westdeutsche Landes- 
bank; Hong Kong and Shang- 
hai Banking Corporation; 
Japan's Sumitomo Corpora- 
tion and Tanaka Kikinzoku 
Kogyo K.K.; Luxembourg's 
Banque Internationale a Lux- 
embourg S.A. and Commerz- 
bank International S.A.; 
Switzerland's Bank Leu Lim- 
ited, Swiss Bank Corporation 
and Union Bank of Switzer- 
land; and the United King- 
dom's Samuel Montagu and 
Company, Mocatta Gold- 
smid Limited and N.M. 
Rothschild &, Sons Limited. 
Foreign firms approved for 
bulk silver purchases are 
Guardian Trust Company of 
Canada, Japan's Nissho Iwai 
Corporation and Sharps, Pix- 
ley Limited of Great Britain. 
Minimum purchase for pri- 
mary gold buyers is 5,000 
ounces, or more than $2 mil- 
lion at current prices.

The Spanish colonial mint 
that once operated in Potosi, 
Bolivia, truly is an important 
numismatic landmark. Active 
from 1575 to 1908, it was one 
of the world's most productive 
mints. The Potosi Mint, along 
with those in Lima and Mexi- 
co, struck what was for many 
hundreds of years a de facto 
world currency. 

The city of Potosi itself was 
established during the great 
silver msh of 1545. For decades 
it was the largest and most 
flamboyant city in the New 
World. Its crooked streets and 
colonial buildings are a veri- 
table treasure trove of history. 

In 1946 the mint was opened 
to the public as a museum, 
today considered the best in 
Bohvia. It houses a vast collec- 
tion of colonial paintings, min- 
ing equipment and memora- 
bilia of Potosi's past, as well as 
extensive numismatic displays.

Chronology of Events 
in Potosi Mint History 

1544 

Silver is discovered by an Indian llama 
herder. 

1545 

The city of Potosi is founded. Popula- 
tion reaches 14,000 by year's end. 

1556 

Treasury agents are assigned to Potosi. 
1565 

In an attempt to curtail the circulation 
of raw pieces of silver, a mint is estab- 
lished in Lima, the capital of the vice- 
royalty. Production begins in 1568. 

1570 

Lima Mint lies idle, its personnel ac- 
cused of fraud and forgery. Its coinage 
never reached the populous highlands. 

1571 

Silver production increases because of 
a new amalgamation process. Viceroy 
Francisco de Toledo proposes to move 
the mint in Lima to the highlands, 
closer to the mines.

Half of Lima's equipment is sent to La Plata, the regional administrative center. 

1574 

La Plata Mint commences operation but fails because it is too far from the mines. 
Viceroy Toledo orders the mint moved to Potosi, and minting begins. 

1575 

Potosi begins producing coins in massive quantities. 

1588 

The Lima Mint is closed, thus placing greater demands on the Potosi Mint. 

1611 

The city of Potosi reaches its peak of prosperity. Population is 160,000, the largest 
in the New World (and larger than most contemporary European cities). 
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The steam-driven presses were not capable of 
striking peso-sized coins, which continued to 
be struck on the old screw presses. By 1881 
General Melgarejo’s equipment was mined. 



A hydraulic coin press imported from Philadel- 
phia in 1909 was used only to produce medals. 
The last coins stmck at the Potosi Mint were 
dated 1908. 


1616 

Ongoing lawsuit and trial of assayer 
Caspar Ruiz leads to the mint's re- 
organization. 

1617 

New dies arrive from Spain to improve 
the mint's poor products. Dates are 
added to make coins more attributable. 

1626 

A dam breaks and the ensuing flood 
kills 3,000. Most of Potosi's refineries 
are destroyed. 

1648 

Debasement, fraud and conspiracy are 
discovered. 

1650 

All previous Potosi coinage is recalled 
and ordered to be melted. Officials con- 
sider moving mint back to Lima. 

1652 

Coinage style is changed from the 
'^crowned shield" to "pillar and waves" 
to distinguish from debased issues. 
Dates, mintmarks and assayer's in- 
itials are repeated in three different 
positions on each coin to assure origin. 

1653 

Coins from 1649-5 1 are devalued and 
counterstamped. 

1659 

Lima Mint reopens without official 
permission because of recall of Potosi 
coinage. 

1660 

Lima Mint is ordered to close and its 
dies are defaced. 

1684 

Lima Mint reopens (and remains open 
to this day). 

1732 

Mexico Mint strikes first round coins. 

1752 

Lima Mint strikes round coins. 

1753 

Ill-fated reconstruction of Potosi Mint 
begins in preparation to strike round 
coinage. 
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The Potosi Mint’s first screw press arrived from Lima in 1766 and was used to produce the new, 
round coins.

Patriots retake Potosi and once again 
strike coinage in the name of "Provin- 
cias del Rio de La Plata." Spain regains 
control later in the year and resumes 
production. 

1825 

Bolivia is declared independent. 
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Dates on fractional coins were frozen from 1830 
to 1850 to make a subsequent debased version 
less conspicuous. Modem numerals in top date 
suggest a later striking. 
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The mint's archives contain a wealth of unexplored information. 
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Incuse master die and relief hub for an 1883 5 centavos struck in Paris show no privy marks.

Many die varieties are produced, and during the next half century 
many proclamations (commemorative coins) and medals are created by European and 
Bolivian engravers. 

1864 

First decimal coins are stmck. 

1869 

Steam-powered coining equipment is installed by General Mariano Melgarejo, one 
of Bolivia's most colorful, but brutal, dictators. The new equipment, however, was 
incapable of producing large, peso-sized coins, thus necessitating their manufacture 
on old screw presses.

1881 

Steam-powered equipment is ''com- 
pletely mined." 

1883 

As the mint's capacity diminishes, dies 
are prepared in Paris and coins are 
stmck abroad. 

1887 

Mint officials investigate the possibili- 
ty of purchasing hydraulic equipment. 

1908 

Last coin is stmck at the Potosi Mint. 

1909 

New hydraulic presses are installed but 
never used to produce regular issues 
because of lack of minting expertise. All 
subsequent coins are stmck abroad. 

1933 

The mint is partially abandoned and 
used as a barracks during the Chaco 
War. Some records are burned for 
warmth on cold winter nights.

'Tve never seen such a big coin . . . and such a pretty design. So that's a silver 
dollar?" 



"Yes it is, from the year I came to this country. The coin is yours — your Christ- 
mas present." 

Thus, at Christmas in 1965 a 1921 Morgan dollar from my grandmother sparked 
my interest in coin collecting. My initiation to the hobby came at a time when 
the new clad coinage was first popping up in pocket change. But many silver coins 
circulated and a few specimens of rare varieties also could be found. 

I began by studying the different coin types — Mercury and Roosevelt dimes, 
wheat-back and Lincoln Memorial cents — and tucked away the older pieces that 
I found (when 1 could afford to on my limited allowance). 

I learned where mintmarks were located, major types of U.S. coins, different ways 
of collecting. Before long I acquired a copy of the "Blue Book" and studied mint- 
age figures.^ I discovered that many S-mintmark coins were relatively scarce (and 
especially difficult to find in the Chicago area, where most of my search was con- 
centrated) and kept my eyes open for that elusive "S." Gold coinage especially 
caught my eye,- I wondered if I'd ever own any of those beautiful pieces. 

As checking pocket change became second nature, I accumulated many Mer- 
cury dimes and attempted to complete a set of Roosevelt dimes. The Jefferson nickel 
series seemed a more reasonable challenge and eventually I did manage to ferret 
out one of each date and mintmark, except for the 1939-D and two wartime issues. 
(Yes, I did find a 1950-D nickel — in change at an ice cream parlor.) 

My grandmother nurtured my interest, giv- 
ing me a silver dollar or two Walking Lib- 
erty half dollars for an odd job. Many 
relatives heard of my new hobby; 1 re- 
ceived a special mint set or silver dol- 
lars as birthday or graduation gifts. 

The next step in my development 
as a collector was to visit local 
coin shops, where I usually was 
treated with courtesy, despite 
that I was young and female. 

(One kind owner gave me a 
copy of Brown and Dunn's 
grading guide when 1 gradu- 
ated from grammar school.) 

The first coin 1 actually 
bought was a 1907 Indian 
Head cent, in well-worn. 

Good condition, for 25 
cents. Like many novices 
in the hobby, 1 saved nearly 
everything, and my collection 
was just an accumulation of 
items with no order. 

Besides the 1950-D nickel, I was 
lucky enough to find examples of other 
scarce dates, including most of the early 
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A 1921 Morgan dollar received as a Christ- 
mas present first piqued my interested in 
coin collecting. 

Lincoln cent series (even a near-un- 
circulated 1928), a few Standing Liber- 
ty quarters with mintmarks, Buffalo 
nickels and a 1948 half dollar. Once, 
while shopping in a local store, I re- 
ceived a worn 1934 quarter in change. 
Surprised to see such an old coin, I was 
even more delighted when I spotted the 
Denver mintmark. 

My most intriguing discoveries were 
dateless Buffalos and Liberty quarters, 
especially those with mintmarks. Were 
they rarities? I decided the only way to 
find out was to get some date restorer 
at a coin shop, which I applied without 
success. I did manage to discern the 
date on one slick Buffalo, since it was 
the raised mound variety, produced on- 
ly in 1913. One well-worn Standing Lib- 
erty quarter with a Type I obverse bore 
only a single digit of the date, the most 
important one — a seven. I knew for sure 
it was not a rare 1916, but rather the 
common 1917. (By the way, the 1976 
Scott's catalog gives instructions on 
how to identify dateless Type 1 quarters 
as 1916 or 1917.2) 

When an aunt moved to a new home, 
she discovered some old silver coins 
that she had put away in a jewelry box. 
Doubting anything valuable could be 
found, she invited me to look through 
them. The hoard included a 1934-S 
Peace dollar in Choice AU condition. 
That piece, together with several others 
from her cache, were my birthday pres- 
ent that year. Some of these formed the 
basis for a 20th-century type set, which 
1 completed and gradually upgraded un- 
til each piece was AU or better. (My 


next challenge will be to assemble a 
19th-century type set.) 

As I grew older and had more money 
to spend on my pastime, I used some 
of my coin budget for books, especially 
volumes about my favorite denomi- 
nation, silver dollars. The annual price 
changes and special features in each edi- 
tion of the Red Book always interested 
me; I tried to obtain older editions to 
compare prices and see what I'd missed. 

One day a local coin shop advertised 
a sale. Wondering how coins could be 
on sale, I went inside and found stacks 
of old Red Books selling for 50 cents 
each! I built a set from 1956 to the cur- 
rent year. Even the shop owner ac- 
knowledged "I think you got the biggest 
bargain today." 

Another book on sale that day was a 
1914 edition of Chicago Daily News Al- 
manac, which contained a page of "Val- 
ues of Rare American Coins." The 
prices quoted were a collector's dream 
— 1793 cents were valued at $1 or $2 
each (no distinction was made as to 
Chain or Wreath type). Rare 1796 and 
1797 half dollars, usually the last pieces 
acquired in a type set, were listed at $15 
to $20. Proof 1827 quarters were priced 
at $50 and Isabella quarters for 40 cents! 
The classic 1804 dollar cost $3,600. A 
silver dollar issue to which I'm partial, 
the 1 794, sold for all of $20. (At the time 
the almanac was written, the 1913 Lib- 
erty nickel was unknown to the collect- 
ing public.) 

Fanciful prices, to be sure, but in my 
early years as a numismatist, bargains 
were there to be found, too. I remember 
searching through boxes of common sil- 
ver dollars at my favorite coin shop, 
when uncirculated specimens cost 
$1.50 each, a circulated dollar only 
$1.25 (the Sheldon system was not yet 
widely used). I built up a fairly good col- 
lection of Morgan and Peace dollars 
from those boxes, including many un- 
circulated coins. One circulated dollar 
plucked from the box was a 1904-S in 
Choice Very Fine condition. 

The coin shop owner knew of my 
interest and always encouraged me to 
look and ask questions. One Christmas 
he gifted me with a brilliant uncir- 
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culated 1904-0 dollar; on another occa- 
sion he gave me a guide to modem 
European coins. 

As U.S. issues skyrocketed in price, 
foreign coins captured my attention. I 
often enjoyed browsing through dealers' 
"junk boxes" and coming up with such 
treasures as an 1838 British four pence, 
early Israel issues and many silver coins. 
Some dealers, unfamiliar with old Ro- 
man coins, tossed these pieces into 
their junk boxes. One of these discards, 
purchased for 75 cents, turned out to be 
a scarce variety that I later sold to a 
specialist for $50! 

My grandmother also added to my 
foreign collection. She came across 
some Lithuanian coins of the 1920s and 
1930s that she had kept for some years. 
They comprised most of the modem 
Lithuanian issues listed in the Yeoman 
catalog, along with some Canadian sil- 
ver coins. The only Lithuanian piece 
not in this hoard was the 10-litu crown 
dated 1938. Years later, I picked up a 
Choice AU specimen of this piece in an 
antique shop for three dollars. The own- 
er had never seen such a coin and had 
no idea what it was, nor was he aware 
that the Balzekas Museum of Lithua- 
nian Culture, only a few blocks away, 
sold the same issue for $50! 

Studying coins enriched my knowl- 
edge of the world, while collecting for- 
eign issues piqued my interest in geog- 
raphy. When a small country makes 
international headlines, I can point to 
it on a globe and explain some of its his- 
tory, culture and language — all learned 
from coins. Art and sculpture, world 
history and even economics can be 
learned in an enjoyable manner through 
the study of coins. 

Even if you cannot afford great rari- 
ties and never may know the pride of 
ownership, many fine books are avail- 
able that can give you a sense of a coin's

background and physical appearance — 
even its flaws. 

Coin collecting has given me im- 
mense pleasure in many different ways 
— through research and learning, friend- 
ships with other collectors, satisfaction 
in completing sets, and even some 
monetary gain (the sale of my foreign 
issues and some silver coins helped 
finance my college education). 

I look back on my brief numismatic 
career with pride and enjoyment. My 
only wish is that beginning collectors 
today could have as many opportuni- 
ties as I had to find scarcities in change. 
Some varieties, such as overdates or 
doubled dies, have yet to be attributed, 
a perfect example being the 1982 dime 
without mintmark. 

Maybe some special coins still can be 
found in everyday pocket change, and 
perhaps a novice collector will be the 
one to discover the next rare overdate.

lilver Proof Coinage 


OF 1878

Although widely collected by discern- 
ing numismatists, the silver proof coinage 
of the late 19th century is not well 
known; the long-ago year of 1878 is a 
prime example. Though production of sil- 
ver proof coinage was well understood at 
the time, much of that knowledge is lost 
today. Hopefully, this examination of the 
1878 issue will bring back that knowledge 
to the collector and dealer. 

In the late 1870s, the Philadelphia Mint 
firmly refused to sell outdated proof coins 
to the public. Proofs were either bought 
in the year of issue or obtained later from 
collectors or dealers. The Mint's chief 
coiner made an effort to have silver proof 
coinage ready for sale during the month

of January, while gold proofs normally 
were available a few weeks later. 

Those purchasing a silver proof set from 
the Mint in 1878 also received the nickel 
and bronze coins at the same time, be- 
cause the smaller denominations were 
always included in the silver set. Collec- 
tors also could purchase the three minor 
coins separately in a so-called "nickel" 
proof set. 

As the year 1878 opened, the major top- 
ic of conversation in the country was the

great battle then underway in Congress 
between the silver forces, led by Repre- 
sentative Richard Bland, and the conser- 
vative money men of the East Coast. 
Bland favored virtually unlimited coinage 
of silver doUars in order to alleviate the 
massive surplus of silver that was piling 
up in Western mining states, especially 
Colorado and Nevada. The issue was not 
decided until February 28, when Congress 
overrode a veto by President Rutherford 
B. Hayes, a strong foe of soft money. 

During late 1877 and early 1878, Mint 
officials worked feverishly toward an ac- 
ceptable design for the silver dollar that 
all knew would be authorized in a mat- 
ter of time. In due course. Mint Director 
Henry R. Linderman chose a design cre- 
ated by George T. Morgan and persuaded 
top government officials to agree. Produc- 
tion of coinage bearing the new design be-

gan in the middle of March; however, the 
Mint presses had begun, weeks before, to 
strike silver proof coins for collectors. 

As a general rule, coinage dies for a new 
year were produced in the weeks imme- 
diately preceding the end of the old year. 
Just when the dies of 1878 were first made 
is lost to history, but we may assume that 
all the necessary dies were ready for the 
opening day of the new year, Tuesday, Jan- 
uary 1 (not then considered a holiday for 
government employees or anyone else). 
Only one denomination usually was 
struck at a time, but no rule stipulated 
which was produced first. 

By January 29, 1878, enough proofs had 
been accumulated (as well as minor pieces 
needed for the sets) to send 200 complete 
silver proof coin sets to the treasurer of 
the Mint for public sale. Each set included 
1-, 3-, 5-, 10-, 20-, 25- and 50-cent pieces 
and a Trade dollar. The face value of the 
set thus totaled $2.14, although technical- 
ly the Trade dollar did not have legal-ten- 
der status in the United States. The proof 
set cost $4.50, payable in silver coin, 
check or paper money. The price, how- 
ever, did not include postage, for which 
the purchaser was responsible. The Mor- 
gan dollar was never included in the reg- 
ular proof set of 1878, though it could be 
purchased separately when it was finally 
available for sale in mid-March. 

Mint officials also expected a strong de- 
mand for individual Trade dollars and 
delivered 100 proof specimens on January 
30, only a day later than the regular silver 
sets. Trade dollar proofs were priced at 
$1.25 each, but requests were few and far 
between; only six pieces were sold in all 
of 1878. One assumes that the very large 
mintage (4.2 million pieces) of Trade dol- 
lars at San Francisco made it easier for col- 
lectors to obtain a specimen of this date 
for their collections. Sales of proof Trade 
dollars underwent a drastic upswing in

1879, when uncirculated specimens were 
no longer available to the public. 

Because the first 200 silver proof sets 
sold out rather quickly, the Mint's coiner, 
Oliver C. Bosbyshell, delivered another 
100 sets on February 7, many of which 
may have been struck several weeks ear- 
lier. For example, it is quite possible that, 
say, 400 proof dimes were struck in 
January and then delivered in sets, as re- 
quired. Some coins also might have been 
struck at the last minute to make up the 
full complement of coins for a given de- 
livery of proofs. While this may not seem 
of great importance, it is critical in regard 
to the Morgan dollar proofs delivered in 
late March. 

The 100 silver sets of February 7 like- 
wise proved popular and were followed by 
100 more sets on Febmary 19 and yet 
another delivery of 200 sets on March 18. 
The latter is an important milestone be- 
cause researchers in the past have, in er- 
ror, assumed that the March 1 8 delivery 
contained Morgan dollars, which it defi- 
nitely did not. Thus, the total number of 
sets delivered to the treasurer of the Mint 
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numbered 600 as of March 1 8, all contain- 
ing the Trade dollar and 20-cent piece. 

Although sales of the silver proof sets 
were relatively good, Philadelphia Mint 
Superintendent James Pollock believed 
that the $4.50 price was too high and 
asked Director Linderman for permission 
to reduce it to $4. (Can you imagine that 
happening today?) On April 15 Pollock's 
request was granted, but a lack of Mint 
data prevents us from knowing the direct 
effect the price reduction had on proof 
sales in April versus those in March. 

Sales of the sets remained strong be- 
cause collectors were aware that the 20- 
cent denomination might be abolished by 
Congress. On May 2 Congress did elimi- 
nate this denomination, and two days later 
Director Linderman decreed that no more 
20-cent coins be struck. However, he spe- 
cifically ordered that 20-cent pieces in ex- 
isting proof sets be available for sale to 
collectors, since the Congressional order 
forbade only their production. 

Word of the Congressional edict caused 
a mini-rush of collectors scrambling for 
remaining silver sets, all of which were 
gone within a few days. Since it is abso- 
lutely clear that 600 sets were sold (and 
thus 600 20-cent coins went to collectors), 
it is interesting to note that Walter Breen's 
Encyclopedia of United States and Co- 
lonial Proof Coins, 1 722-1977 states that 
the 1878 20-cent coin is rarer than its 
mintage indicates. 


of the Congressional 
edict caused a mini-rush of 
collectors scrambling for re- 
maining silver sets . , . 


Breen believes that the number of 20- 
cent specimens currently known supports 
a mintage of only about 500. Thus, it 
would seem that someone is hoarding the 
1878 date, or a large number of 20-cent 
coins have been lost to the numismatic 
world. The question of the rarity of 1878 
coins may need reassessment in view of 
the absolute certainty that 600 20-cent 
proof coins were issued to the public. 

For whatever it's worth, major refer- 
ences do show that the 1878 20-cent piece

is worth slightly less than its 1877 coun- 
terpart (the mintage of 510 pieces in 1877 
is also known to be absolutely correct). 
The marketplace seems to show that the 
two coins are roughly available in amounts 
relative to their known mintages. (The 
"Red Book" figure of 350 pieces for 1877 
is wrong and should be changed.) 

After the Mint sold out of 1878 silver 
sets containing the 20-cent piece, Bosby- 
shell delivered another 200 sets on May 
1 7, which comprised all coins except the 
newly-abolished denomination. At this 
point sales suddenly slowed to a crawl, av- 
eraging a mere 10 sets per month until the 
end of the year, and on December 31, 1878, 
123 silver proof sets remained unsold. 

At this point, one might reasonably ask: 
What became of the extra 20-cent proof 
coins kept in the coiner's department as 
a reserve but never delivered because of 
the demonetization of the 20-cent piece? 
These were, in due course, melted, but it 
strains belief to imagine that Mint em- 
ployees did not substitute uncirculated 
20-cent pieces for some of the excess proof 
pieces in order to have a few on hand for 
later sale. Since, by nature, such exchanges 
were clandestine, we will never know the 
true number of 1878 20-cent proofs that 
eventually reached collector circles, but 
perhaps 615 is a fair estimate. 

Most important of the silver coinage of 
1878 was the Morgan dollar or, as it was 
knovm in 1878 and for a good many years 
thereafter, the Bland dollar, after the chief 
Congressional architect of the silver coin- 
age act of 1878. After a sufficient number 
of blanks had been stockpiled, production 
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1878 Morgan dollar. 


of Morgan dollars commenced on March 
12, 1878, in a special ceremony attended 
by a few Mint officials, along with one 
member of the press who just happened 
to be there by accident. As is well known, 
the eagle on the first Morgan pieces had 
eight tail feathers (8TF), a fact that caused 
an instant uproar in Director Linderman's 
office when someone pointed out that all 
American eagles on coins up to that time 
had only seven tail feathers. 

Shortly after coining of the Morgan dol- 
lar commenced, the engraving staff was 
ordered to redesign the eagle, this time 
with seven feathers in its tail. This was 
accomplished only with difficulty, because 
of the extreme pressure under which the 
Philadelphia staff worked to produce the 
number of silver coins required each 
month under the new law. 

Initially, one Mint engraver came up 
with the clever idea of reimpressing 
reverse dies (that already had eight tail 
feathers) with another hub containing the 
proper seven, thus giving collectors the 
seven-over-eight tail feathers variety (7/8TF)

so well known to Morgan dollar enthusi- 
asts. At the same time, regular reverse 
dies with seven tail feathers were put in- 
to use. Because most of this activity was 
compressed into the space of fewer than 
three weeks, the coinage of early 1878 proof 
Morgan dollars deserves close scrutiny. 

The first proof dollars were delivered on 
March 12, when 100 specimens were sent 
to the Mint treasurer. Priced at $1.25 each 
postpaid (the same as the Trade dollar), 
they proved popular and were followed by 
another delivery of 100 on March 15 and 
the same amount on March 18. (The num- 
ber delivered on March 18 has been incor- 
rectly reported as 300 in the past, the re- 
sult of an error pubhshed in the mid-1960s.) 

With the delivery of March 18, 300 
proof Morgan dollars had been taken from 
the coiner's department for sale to collec- 
tors. There is no question that all of these

300 Morgan dollars were of the 8TF varie- 
ty, because the new 7TF dies had not yet 
been prepared. It is not known, however, 
how many dollars at that time were still 
on hand in the coiner's vault, undelivered. 
That only 100 dollars were delivered does 
not mean that another 200 were not kept 
in reserve. 

The 100 proofs of March 18 also sold 
quickly, and the coiner sent 200 more 
Morgan proofs on March 26. It is possible, 
but unlikely, that some of the March 26 
shipment may have contained specimens 
with seven tail feathers, as those dies were 
in use by March 26. 

Breen reports that the true 7TF proof 
dollar of 1878 (as opposed to the relative- 
ly common proof-like specimens that fre- 
quently are sold as proofs) is extremely 
rare. By 1977 he had been unable to locate 
more than 15 genuine 7TF proofs but had 
seen several thousand proof-like speci- 
mens that could be mistaken by the nov- 
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e alert collector within 
the Mint walls easily could 
have substituted regular un- 
circulated dollars for these 
special proofs. 


ice for the real thing. (There are two 
varieties of the 7TF proof Morgan dollar, 
featuring either slanting or parallel top 
arrow feather.) 

Bearing in mind Breen's statement, col- 
lectors possessing so-called proof 7TF 
dollars of 1878 should have them authen- 
ticated at once. It is more than likely that 
a large number of proof-like specimens are 
masquerading as proofs. 

Given the rarity of the 7TF proof, the 
next question is, "when were they 
struck?" The Red Book and other sources 
report that 500 7TF proofs were struck, 
but this is definitely incorrect. It does turn 
out, however, that there was one further 
delivery of proof dollars after that of 
March 26, 1878. On November 8 the 
coiner delivered 50 proof Morgan dollars 
for public sale; this almost certainly is the 
source of most of the known 7TF proofs. 
These 50 pieces delivered in November 
most likely were of the reverse variety 
that shows parallel arrow feathers (Breen 
says that this is the more common of the 
7TF reverses). 

Another likely source of 7TF proofs is 
the stock of official samples that eventual- 
ly found its way to the public. Mint of- 
ficials, including Director Linderman, cer- 
tainly would have taken the opportunity

to acquire 7TF proof dollars, and such 
pieces would not have shown up on the 
accounts of the coiner because the bullion 
would have been replaced. As personal 
collections of Mint officials were sold or 
otherwise dispersed, the specimens ap- 
peared on the numismatic market. Breen 
notes that the slanting-arrow-feather va- 
riety is by far the rarest of the 7TF proof 
dollars, so it is tempting to assume they 
were made for various officials. 

Another possibility is that 100 or so ad- 
ditional proof dollars with the new reverse 
design were struck in October or Novem- 
ber and then held back as a reserve against 
future demand. Since the 50 pieces deliv- 
ered in November were not all sold to col- 
lectors, one assumes that the reserve was 
not required and was melted in early 
1879. The alert collector within the Mint 
walls easily could have substituted regu- 
lar uncirculated dollars for these special 
proofs. Such activity is naturally clandes- 
tine and does not leave a trace in official 
accounts. (Presumably, these pieces bore 
the parallel-arrow-feather reverse.) 

Therefore, it is clear that the known 
7TF proof dollars of 1878 derive from sev- 
eral sources, the primary being the official 
delivery of 50 pieces on November 8. Of 
the 50, 16 remained unsold, leaving 34 in 
public hands. (The number derived from 
semi-official and clandestine sources can- 
not be estimated but probably is fewer 
than 10.) The extra 16 pieces were re- 
leased into circulation in January 1879 by 
order of Superintendent James Pollock. 

It has been suggested that the excess 
pieces were sold at par to some favored 
coin dealer in the Philadelphia area, but 
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"nly time will tell if col- 
lectors determine that the 
1878 7TF proof Morgan 


dollar is a must for a com- 
plete collection of Morgans. 


for 1878 this possibility seems remote be- 
cause of the general rarity of some of the 
denominations, such as the Trade dollar 
and the 7TF Morgan dollar. On the other 
hand, the dealer might have contented 
himself with dimes only, thus skewing 
the rarity of just one denomination. 

Since we now know that the 7TF proof 
dollar of 1878 had a mintage of only 50 
— with 16 of these put into circulation the 
following year — it will be interesting to 
see how many genuine specimens are 
publicized and what their value will be 
at auction. It is true that the 7TF proof 
dollar of 1878 is a variety, but a mintage 
of 50 to a Morgan dollar specialist is a 
great challenge. (The 1895 proof dollar, 
with hundreds more made and available, 
is worth tens of thousands of dollars in 
gem condition.) 

Only time will tell if collectors deter- 


mine that the 1878 7TF proof Morgan 
dollar is a must for a complete collection 
of Morgans. If that does happen, the oc- 
casional auctioned piece will bring a very 
high price.

I recently received for study several spec- 
imens of the rare Chinese "'auto dollar/' 
a silver coin depicting an old-time auto- 
mobile, that was issued in 1928 by the 
Province of Kweichow. At a glance, I 
thought many were worn, but now I have 
found a number of additional variations 
of the doors (both weak and strong), hood 
ventilator and spare tire. 

My first inclination was to downgrade 
those pieces with weak doors. However, 
though the doors may be weak, other de- 
tails are strong, so the overall coin must 
be considered and compared with others, 
rather than judged on the basis of strong 
versus weak strike. 

I have photographed nine specimens for 
perusal. Reverses are shown in hopes that 
further study of diagnostic differences of 
the obverses may tie in with my observa- 
tions about the reverses. (For point of ref- 
erence, the auto is on the reverse side.) 

Regarding the reverse, generally the 
stronger-strike variety has no bolt on the 
right side of the spare tire (see specimens 
2, 4, 6, 7, 8 and 9). Specimens 4, 7, 8 and 
9 show more space above the car's radia- 
tor vents. Specimens 2 and 6 show a ven- 
tilator consisting of a series of dots atop 
vertical lines. Other diagnostics include 
a weak rear door outline on specimens 1, 
3 and 5; strong rear door on 2, 4, 6, 7, 8 
and 9; strong front door on 4, 7, 8 and 9; 
two single blades of grass in the southeast 
comer on 1, 2, 3, 5, 6 and 8; and three 
single blades of grass in the southeast cor- 
ner on 4, 7 and 9.

UNITED KINGDOM 

1986 £5 Issued in BU Condition 

The 1986 United Kingdom brilliant un- 
circulated £5 gold coin, with a worldwide 
mintage of 17,500, is now available to 
North American collectors. Containing 
39.9g of 22-kt gold, the 36mm legal-tender 
piece features on its obverse Raphael 
Maklouf's portrait of Queen Elizabeth II, 
together with a reverse showing Benedet- 
to Pistrucci's engraving of ^'St. George 
Slaying the Dragon,'' which has appeared 
on all British £5 gold coins, except the 
1826 and 1839 issues. 

The British £5 piece, one of four coins 
authorized as part of the monetary changes 
of 1816-17, originally was intended as a 
successor to the 5-guinea gold coin. How- 
ever, because of a lack of demand result- 



ing from its high face value, the coin was 
not struck for circulation until 1887. 

For 1986, the BU £5 coin is the only ver- 
sion of that denomination; no proof pieces 
will be issued. (The three-piece U.K. 1986 
gold proof set contains £2, .sovereign and 
half-sovereign pieces.) Priced at US$695, 
the 1986 £5 coin is available from the 
British Royal Mint while supplies last. 

BRUNEI 

1986 Mint Sets Issued in Base Metal 

Proof and uncirculated 1986 coin sets, 
each containing base -metal 1-, 5-, 10-, 20- 
and 50-cent and $1 denominations, have 
been struck by the Singapore Mint for 
Brunei, a sultanate located in Malaysia on 
the northwest coast of the island of Bor- 
neo. Mintage is limited to 5,000 proof and 


7.000 uncirculated sets, each of which in- 
cludes a medal bearing the Brunei state 
crest, first added to the country's mint 
sets in 1985.

LUXEMBOURG 

''Golden Lion'' Bullion 

The Grand Duchy of Luxembourg has 
entered the gold bullion market with the 
issuance of a one-ounce .999 gold coin it 
calls the "Golden Lion." The legal-tender, 
100-franc piece, with a 1986 mintage of 

100.000 brilliant uncirculated pieces, will 
be sold to distributors for a small premi- 
um over the spot price of gold. 

Designed by Michael Rizzello, presi- 
dent of the Royal Society of British Sculp- 
tors, the obverse features the effigy of 
Grand Duke Jean of Luxembourg; the re- 
verse depicts the Luxembourg lion, the tra- 
ditional symbol of the country. The coin 
is the first legal-tender gold piece issued by 
Luxembourg in more than 350 years, fol- 
lowing the "couronne d'or" of 1632. 

Mocatta Metals Corporation of New 
York distributes the Golden Lion in the 
United States.

SINGAPORE 

1986 Proof Set Depicts Flora 

Singapore has released its 1986 proof 
set, comprising sterling silver 1-, 5-, 10-, 
20- and 50-cent and $1 coins bearing the 
new flora designs introduced for last year's 
proof set. Each reverse depicts a different 
flower or shrub found in the island repub- 
lic, while the common obverse bears the 
Singapore coat-of-arms. 

Limited to a mintage of 15,000, the set 
is available from the Singapore Mint or its 
U.S. agent, PandaAmerica Corporation, 
23326 Hawthorne Blvd., Skypark Ten, 
Suite 150, Torrance, CA 90505. 
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HONG KONG 

$1,000 Gold Piece Notes Royal Visit 

The October visit to Hong Kong by 
Queen Elizabeth and her husband, Prince 
Philip, is commemorated on a $1,000 gold 
piece, issued in both proof and brilliant 
uncirculated condition. 

The 28.4mm coin contains 16g of 22-kt 
gold, with mintage limited to 12,000 proof 
and 20,000 BU specimens. Struck by the 
British Royal Mint as part of Hong Kong's 
ongoing series celebrating the Chinese 
lunar calendar, the royal visit commem- 
orative sets several precedents. Its issu- 
ance represents the first time that two 
coins of the Hong Kong series have been 
issued in the same year (the "Year of the 


Tiger" coin was released in January), and 
it is the only coin in the series to feature 
the Raphael Maklouf portrait of Queen 
Elizabeth. (All previous issues in the lunar 
series, inaugurated in 1975, bear Arnold 
Machin's effigy of the Queen, as will the 
last coin of the series.) 

The reverse design of the royal visit 
commemorative shows the heraldic arms 
originally presented to the governor of 
Hong Kong during Prince Philip's 1959 
visit. The proof version sells for US$515, 
the uncirculated for $345. (Specimens of 
Hong Kong's 1986 "Year of the Tiger" 
$1,000 gold coin are still available, also 
priced at $515 or $345 each for proof or 
BU versions.) Orders and inquiries should 
be addressed to the British Royal Mint.

UNITED STATES 

Lincoln, Davis on Silver Rounds 
A pair of medals, one featuring a por- 
trait of United States President Abraham 
Lincoln and a second depicting Confeder- 
ate States of America President Jefferson 
Davis, has been designed by Frank Gas- 
parro, former chief engraver of the U.S. 
Mint. Each medal, limited to a mintage 
of 1,000, contains one ounce of pure silver 
and bears on its reverse the logotype of the 
issuer. Bowers and Merena Galleries, and 
the date 1986.

Vincze Medal Honors 
Sephardic Friends of Columbus 

In honor of the 500th anniversary of the 
first meeting of Christopher Columbus 
and Spain's King Ferdinand and Queen 
Isabella, a medal created by Paul Vincze 
for the Jewish-American Hall of Fame 
honors three Jewish friends of Columbus 
who helped make possible his voyages of 
discovery. The 57mm piece depicts Co- 
lumbus' first meeting with the Spanish 
monarchs under whose flag he claimed 
the New World. The reverse features por- 
traits of Don Isaac Abravanel, Luis de 
Santangel and Abraham Zacuto, together 
with Columbus' flagship Pinta and the 
date of his first voyage, 1492. 

Abravanel, according to Hall of Fame di- 
rector Mel Wacks, entered the service of 
Isabella and Ferdinand in 1484 as royal 
treasurer. He loaned the state 1.5 million 
gold ducats to pay for its war with Grana- 
da (1491-92) and also helped finance Co- 
lumbus' first voyage. Santangel, comptrol- 
ler general for Ferdinand and Isabella, lent 
the crown nearly 5 million maravedis, 
which ensured that Columbus would sail. 
Zacuto, serving as astronomer and math- 
ematician to the Portuguese court, devel- 
oped a copper astrolabe and improved as- 
tronomical tables used by the explorer. 

Serially numbered bronze, pure silver 
and lOkt-gold versions of the medal, with 



a mintage of 1,000, 500 and 50, sell for 
$18, $85 and $1,050, respectively, half 
the cost of which is considered a tax-de- 
ductible contribution. Inquiries and orders 
should be directed to the Judah L. Mag- 
nes Memorial Museum, 2911 Russell St., 
Berkeley, CA 94705.

Ad Astra Per Aspera 

('To the Stars through Difficulties") 


Everyone has goals — without them, 
one tends to vegetate. Goals are ex- 
tremely personal and vary as much as 
the individuals themselves. An oldster 
of four score and eleven, afflicted with 
arthritis, may set as his goal walking 
once daily around a two-block area. 
Having succeeded in this, he adjusts his 
goal to two jaunts daily, maybe even 
three. The accomplishment of even this 
limited goal may be tantamount to a 
well-conditioned athlete running a dou- 
ble marathon. 

A newly retired school teacher notes 
that she now has time to learn Greek, 
the study of which always fascinated 
her but seemed too time-consuming 
during her career days. So she now 
registers at the local university for a 
course, with a goal of reading the Iliad 
in Greek. 

After hearing about a farmer who un- 
covered ''a huge bone many times larger 
than those of recent living animals," an 
anthropologist sets a gargantuan goal: 
excavating in the immediate vicinity, 
with hopes of finding enough additional 
fossils to reconstmct an entire skeleton 
of a prehistoric dinosaur. Such a mag- 
nificent task might consume a sizable 
portion of the anthropologist's life. 

Achieving goals is tremendously sat- 
isfying, but the road to accomplish- 
ment is often beset with difficulties. 
The Romans had an expression for it, 
ad astra per aspera — "to the stars 
through difficulties." 

The real beauty of numismatics lies 
in the challenge of ever-changing goals 
that numismatists set for themselves. 


A 9-year-old gathers a few cents and 
notes the different dates. Soon he tries 
to collect as many dates as possible. At 
this point he enters the first stage of 
numismatics, the eventual rewards of 
which are limitless. 

A lack of firm goals — or, having 
achieved set goals, the failure to develop 
new ones — may cause collectors to 
withdraw from the field of numismat- 
ics. However, what is the perfect goal 
for someone whose interest in coin col- 
lecting has lagged? The answer is clear- 
cut: join the Roman Coin Project. 

What fascination draws numisma- 
tists to collect and study Roman coins? 
Consider this. Until late in the 19th 
century, most major, recognizably pres- 
tigious collections were comprised of 
either Roman or Greek pieces. Further- 
more, a majority of modem coins have 
roots that date back to the days of the 
Roman Empire. 

For example, all American coins of 
the past century or so bear a classic Lat- 
in phrase. Our word cent means one- 
hundredth of a centum, or "100," in 
Latin. Legends on Britain's decimalized 
coinage, introduced around 1970, are 
almost solely Latin. The abbreviation 
"d." of denarius, the Latin name for the 
English penny, is preserved in monetary 
notation. And this merely scratches the 
surface. The tme student can continue 
the study from here and never mn out 
of goals. 

^AHiat is the principal problem pre- 
venting the collection of Roman coins? 
The answer is simple: the difficulty in 
acquiring these issues. But with the ad- 
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vent of the Roman Coin Project, this is | 
no longer a determining factor. 

Any ANA member (junior or adult), 
can earn up to 10 ancient coins through 
the RCP — four Roman, five Byzantine ! 
and one Greek (or other ancient coin). 
Juniors participate free of charge; adults I 
pay a $12 registration fee, which is do- 
nated to the ANA library fund. 

How are these coins earned? General- ' 
ly by talking to clubs or other groups, I 
exhibiting one's collection, writing, | 
holding office in a coin club, working 
at a coin show, earning a badge in a 
youth organization (or supervising the 
earning of one), or recruiting new ANA | 
members. For specifics, write to me for j 
a Roman Coin Request form. I 

Now let's get back to ad astra per as- 


pera. "To the stars" implies the achieve- 
ment and intense satisfaction obtained 
by advancing the cause of numismatics 
while earning these coins. Completing 
the Roman Coin Project, which 31 par- 
ticipants have done, creates a feeling of 
euphoria, a bit like riding on cloud nine. 

Are there difficulties encountered 
along the way? Indeed there are. Some 
people, especially youngsters, feel that 
they positively cannot speak before a 
group; exhibiting their collections scares 
them; and many are sure they cannot 
write for publication. But more than 
400 individuals already have accom- 
plished these goals. No matter what 
your level of confidence, you, too, can 
expand your horizons while earning an- 
cient coins.

Celluloid Recollections 


During the nearly 200 years that the 
Philadelphia Mint has been in opera- 
tion, a number of visitors have record- 
ed their impressions. The recollections 
of Davy, Sellers and others have aided 
our understanding of the facility, as 
have different early books about the 
Mint, the most popular being that by 
George Evans. 

Over the past several years, I have 
been researching the subject of early 
motion pictures in America (not in a 
numismatic connection) in the course 
of writing a book about old-time movie 
houses, titled Nickelodeon Theatres, 
which saw print last July and describes 
the ornately fronted places that once of- 
fered a wonderland of movie entertain- 
ment for those caring to part with a 
nickel. (Currently, as time permits, I 
also am researching the biography of 
old-time movie star Muriel Ostriche, 
who entered the films in 191 1 and was 
active through 1921. In 1915 she was 
named "The Moxie Girl" and did much 
to promote sales of that New England 
soft drink.) 

Looking through old motion-picture 


trade magazines, I have encountered a 
number of references to filmed visits to 
both the Philadelphia Mint and the Bu- 
reau of Engraving and Printing. Sieg- 
mund Lubin, whose film company was 
located in Philadelphia, produced a fea- 
ture about the Mint shortly after the 
turn of the 20th century. Other film 
makers were likewise involved. 

Moving Picture World (October 30, 
1915) tells of a subject filmed by the 
Thomas Edison Company (which had 
fingers in many pies, including phono- 
graphs, generators, public lighting, etc). 
By 1915, films were but a tiny footnote 
on the Edison balance sheet, but to nu- 
mismatists the article is significant: 

The title of this film will appeal to 
everyone. Under the heading of The 
Manufacture of Coins, the Edison 
Company has released a new educa- 
tional and also an industrial picture. 
The making of money is no other than 
the actual making of gold coins, not 
illegitimate by the counterfeiter, but 
with full authority of the laws of the 
United States and Uncle Sam himself. 

The Mint at Philadelphia is, by per- 
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mission of the United States Treasury 
Department, the scene of these opera- 
tions, so that in addition to being of 
educational and industrial interest, 
the value of governmental methods 
and authority is given. Beginning with 
the arrival of the ingot in the rough, 
the filing of the rough edges is the first 
process; after this operation the work- 
men's clothes are burned to recover 
the precious dust. The ingots are then 
rolled into thin strips; meanwhile an 
interesting side study of the detailed 
precautions taken for the prevention 
of the loss of even a grain of precious 
metal is worth close attention. 

These strips of metal are now sub- 
jected to 28 operations. They are an- 
nealed, whitened, cleaned and milled 
to round off the edges. They are then 
passed through the coining machine, 
which stamps out the finished coins 
in gold pieces of various amounts. A 
critical examination is now given the 
coins, any defects being deemed a suf- 
ficient cause to demand recasting. 


The systematic counting and weigh- 
ing is the next process; all inferior 
ones are automatically rejected from 
those declared as of "standard value." 
The enclosing in bags and shipping 
under guard to the banks is the final 
theme. To schools this is a good ad- 
dition to their educational lists and 
possibilities. All students are interest- 
ed in such a subject as this, and ex- 
hibitors can help both the schools and 
themselves by arranging for a cooper- 
ative exhibition in the use of this val- 
uable and interesting film. 

It might be worthwhile for some ar- 
chivist to track down remaining prints 
of the documentary films of Lubin, 
Edison and others, if indeed copies sur- 
vive. What a treat it would be to trans- 
fer to modem video cassette a tour of 
the Mint or the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing and see exactly how they did 
things in days gone by!

Tough New Penalties for Undervaluing 
Transferred Property 


Estate or gift tax liability is essential- 
ly based on the fair-market value of all 
transferred property. Tax law requires 
that all real and personal property (includ- 
ing numismatic property held as invest- 
ment) be properly appraised when it is 
part of a taxable estate or a gift/transfer. 

One might be tempted to reduce such 


taxes by obtaining a low property ap- 
praisal. However, tax law now includes 
a tough new penalty provision (Code 
Sec. 6660) that discourages taxpayers 
from purposely undervaluing property to 
avoid paying tax. 

Under the penalty provision, a val- 
uation understatement is considered to 


Penalties for Undervaluation 


VALUATION UNDERSTATEMENT (VU)* AMOUNT OF PENALTY 

50% < VU < 66.6% 10% X attributable tax underpayment 

40% ^ VU < 50% 20% X attributable tax underpayment 

Less than 40% 30% x attributable tax underpayment 

‘Property's claimed valuation divided by its actual fair-market value. 
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occur if the value of property claimed 
on a gift or estate tax return is 66.6 
percent or less of the property's real 
value. If estate or gift tax is underpaid 
because of such an understatement, a 
penalty, equal to 10 to 30 percent of the 
tax attributable to the undervaluation, 
is added to the tax. The penalty in- 
creases proportionately to the amount 
of the understatement. 

For example, Felix Pomerand, a col- | 
lector of rare Roman coins who is in the 
50-percent tax bracket, gives his entire 
collection to his daughter. On his fed- 
eral gift tax return, he values the col- 
lection at $400,000. Upon audit, the IRS 
determines that the true value of the 
Roman coin collection is $900,000. 

Since the value that Felix claimed on 
the gift tax return is 44 percent of the 


IRS-determined valuation, he will be 
I subject to a 20-percent undervaluation 
penalty, computed as follows: 


IRS valuation of Felix's $900,000 

collection 

Valuation claimed on gift tax - 400,000 

return 

Amount of undervaluation 500,000 

Tax deficiency resulting from 250,000 

undervaluation (50% x $500,000) 

Penalty (20% x $250,000) $ 50,000 

However, the IRS will not impose an 


underpayment penalty unless, when 
computed, it exceeds $1,000. The penal- 
ty also will be waived if the taxpayer 
can prove "reasonable cause" for the 
understatement and that such valua- 
I tion was made in "good faith."

rm Not Going to Take It Anymore! 


Remember the television commen- 
tator in the movie Network who urged 
the audience to yell out "I'm mad as 
hell and I'm not going to take it any- 
more!"? That's just how I felt after 
reading yet another sour-grapes com- 
plaint about the ANA's 95th Anni- 
versary Convention in Milwaukee this 
past summer. 

The complaints have been clattering 
over dealer-to-dealer teletype circuits, 
printed in newsletters and discussed by 
guest columnists in several numismatic 
publications. In virtually every case, the 
writers did not whimper about the dili- 
gent work of the ANA headquarters 
staff or the many dedicated Milwaukee- 
area volunteers who hosted the show — 
the complainers were just not satisfied 
with the amount of retail business they 
conducted on the bourse floor. 

Only a few dealers actually stated 
they did not do well financially. The 
rest of the grumblers indicated they 
made money but thought they could 
have done much better if only the con- 


I vention had been held in some other, 

I larger city. 

One major dealer publicly ridiculed 
I the ANA Board's earlier decision to 
I move the 1986 convention from San 
Francisco because of the potentially 
I steep hotel rates in that scenic Califor- 
I nia town. He later suggested that more 
visitors (and, by inference, more wealthy 
I potential customers) might have rushed 
I to the gold coins on his table if the show 
had been held closer to the Golden Gate 
I Bridge. Apparently this particular com- 
plainer didn't leave his heart in San 
I Francisco, just his wallet. 

Let's look at some numbers (other 
than the controversial kind preceded by 
j the letters "MS") and see just how suc- 
cessful the Badger State bash really was. 
i First, almost 10,000 people attended the 
Milwaukee convention. According to 
Les Winick, a stamp-collecting colum- 
nist in Chicago, the American Phila- 
I telic Society has 20,000 more members 
1 than the ANA and yet is delighted when 
it lures 5,500 visitors to its annual con- 
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vention, even when it is held in a large, 
metropolitan area. 

The idea of moving the ANA conven- 
tion around the country every year was 
conceived to afford collectors and in- 
vestors from across the United States 
the opportunity to attend a major show. 
Look at the diverse locations of con- 
ventions held in the past decade: New 
York, Atlanta, Houston, St. Louis, Cin- 
cinnati, New Orleans, Boston, San Die- 
go, Detroit, Baltimore and Milwaukee. 
Many do not realize how difficult it is 
to obtain adequate exhibition, meeting 
and hotel space to accommodate the 
size and security needs of an ANA con- 
vention at a reasonably affordable rate. 

Second, how many of the complain- 
ers ever left the bourse floor, except to 
attend an auction session or to add a 
I dinner bill from a fancy restaurant to 
I their expense accounts? Scheduled dur- 
ing the convention were more than 
three dozen informative and interesting 
meetings of clubs and societies, not to 
mention the superb Numismatic Thea- 
tre presentations. That's where the col- 
lectors gathered, by the hundreds in 


some cases. 

i That's where a handful of dealers 
could be found, too. Dealers who still 
are sincerely interested in the soul of 
I numismatics, not just its sale. Dealers 
' whose numismatic universe is not lim- 
I ited strictly to "Grey Sheets" and coins 
' embedded in plastic-like slabs. They, 
unfortunately, are becoming the rare 
I coin dealers. 

The ANA needs the support of all 
I dealers, for they paciously provide a 
huge amount of vital financial support 
through dues, voluntary contributions 
! and donations, hefty bourse table fees, 
and charges for ANACS authentication 
and grading. Without that financial 
backing, the ANA would not be able to 
host such impressive annual conven- 
I tions and would have difficulty adher- 
I ing to its goals as a nonprofit, educa- 
i tional organization. 

The next time I hear someone belly- 
aching about not doing quite enough 
business at a well-plarmed ANA con- 
vention, I'm going to give him the ad- 
I vice offered by Lee lacocca: "If you can 
find a better organization, join it!"

The increased popularity of coin collecting — both as a hobby and as an investment — has 
made consumers painfully aware that they should exercise caution in any transaction in 
which misrepresentation could alter the value of a numismatic item. In an attempt to educate 
consumers, Kenneth Bressett, chairman of the ANA Mediation Committee, offers the follow- 
ing comments in response to questions about advertised claims. 

Another Morgan Hoard Uncovered 


A reader recently wrote about one of 
his pet peeves — advertising claims stat- 
ing that a company is the world's larg- 
est or oldest or is selling the rarest or 
most expensive coins in the world. 
Such claims are usually unfounded and 
so trite that most readers overlook 
them. Nevertheless, they are mislead- 
ing and sometimes unethical. From a 
legal point of view, most advertisers can 
get away with using "newest," "larg- 
est," "greatest" and even "rarest" on 
the grounds that these overworked, 
hackneyed adjectives have lost any tme 


meaning because of their careless use 
by the media. 

Someday, perhaps advertisers who 
claim to "sell more rare coins than 
anyone else in the world" will realize 
that we simply are not reading their ads 
or believing their exaggerated state- 
ments. As one of the "world's most-read 
authors," I strongly urge "my milhons 
of readers" to take such action. 

File #122 

Did you know that more than 5,000 
original Morgan silver dollars dating 
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back to 1878 recently were released 
to the public? If not, you simply did 
not see the announcement in any nu- 
mismatic publication. (I found the ad in 
a monthly magazine at the newsstand.) 
The Morgan dollars in question were 
available for only one week at a guar- 
anteed price of $19.90 each. 

Other than hyping these dollars as 
recently found and of limited availa- 
bility, this advertisement is singularly 
lackluster. Each coin has the usual guar- 
antee certificate showing it to be gen- 
uine .900 silver, and, of course, pur- 
chase is limited to a maximum of 50 
coins for only $995 (the only incentive 
here for buying in quantity is saving $30 
in postage). 

No mention is made of the grade or 
condition of these coins; an accompany- 
ing illustration looks very much like a 
polished VF dollar, which most likely 
is what buyers get. 

File #123 

Because Morgan dollars often are used 
as a popular sales gimmick, it is not too 
surprising to see yet another such offer- 
ing in a recent issue of TV Guide. This 
ad may not have been used nationwide, 
but it probably will hit all areas of the 
country before long. 

This ad is replete with all of the stand- 
ard catchwords used to make junk 
dollars sound like the greatest invest- 
ment of the century. Consider this: 
"'Silver dollar coins in general have in- 
creased in value over ten times in the 
last ten years. Some Morgan silver dol- 
lars sell for as much as $20,000, and one 
in prime mint condition recently sold 
for $42,500." 

The firm also claims that its "5-piece 
collector's set" of Morgan dollars once 
sold for $250 and now, because of a 
special purchase, is available for the 
next two weeks for only $98. Somehow 
I keep wondering how Morgans could 
go up in value so much over the past 
10 years and yet drop in price for this 
special offering. One might also wonder 
why the promotion is called simulta- 
neously a "private sale" and a "public 
offering" (or what a "5-piece collector's 
set" might be, other than five well-worn 


Morgan dollars). 

The money-back guarantee is secured 
by the fact that these folks are members 
of several organizations, two of which 
I am not famihar with and one that went 
out of existence years ago. You will also 
sleep better knowing that these "fine 
condition" dollars are delivered in a 
handsome. Incite presentation case 
(which costs up to $2 elsewhere). 

File #124 

The most blatant scam encountered 
this year involves a one-ounce, round 
bullion piece said to be made of ".999- 
percent gold." Now, you and I both 
know that the proper expression for 
pure gold is .999 fine, 24 karat or per- 
haps even 99 percent. I have never be- 
fore seen fineness stated as .999 percent, 
but there seems to be a need in this 
advertisement for a special designation, 
because this curious piece is made of 
silver rather than gold. Yes, the old 
"gold brick" trick is still with us. 

A casual look at the shiny, one-ounce 
piece with its glistening, gold-plated 
proof-like surfaces would convince any- 
one of its authenticity. In addition, a 
companion one-ounce silver piece bears 
the same design and is marked ONE 
TROY OUNCE /.999% SILVER. (To make 
the deception complete, the silver piece 
should contain copper, but in this case 
it truly does consist of nearly one ounce 
of pure silver.) 

Many unsuspecting dealers and in- 
vestors have been stuck with these de- 
ceptive gold ounces. Somewhat of a 
mystery is why the silver piece is good 
and the gold piece is so bad. The design 
is artistic and well executed, with a 
powerful flying eagle on one side and 
a copy of the U.S. two-cent shield de- 
sign on the other. The motto IN GOD 
WE TRUST surely must be intended as 
a warning about being overly confident 
of its .999-percent gold content or any 
bullion piece that does not display the 
issuer's hallmark or name. 

Very few of the schemes designed to 
influence consumers are as bold as the 
supposed gold ounce described in this 
case. Most are far more subtle and 
many are not illegal — just deceptive. 
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The 11-Point Mint State Grading System 
and What It Means to You

In June 1986 the ANA Board of Gover- 
nors unanimously elected to adopt those 
numerical grades between MS-60 and 
MS-70 that previously were not officially 
recognized by the Association. In addi- 
tion, the Board voted to include the grade 
of AU-58 in the About Uncirculated range. 

Much controversy and debate has sur- 
rounded this major decision, and, as yet, 
many people are unaware of what it means 
to them, their collections, and the future 
of numismatics in general. Some also are 
confused about what this decision means 
to the ANA'S own certification service. 
During the Board's lengthy discussions in- 
volving grading, two important objectives 
emerged, both of which were well thou^t 
out, ^turistic, and established a direction 
for the ANA and its membership. 

The first, as mentioned above, was the 
adoption of six additional Mint State 
grades — MS-61, 62, 64, 66, 68 and 69 (for 
the purposes of discussion, I will call 
them "intermediate grades"). Previously, 
the ANA recognized only those Mint 
State grades that appeared in the Associa- 
tion's book. Official ANA Grading Stand- 
ards for United States Coins, that is, MS- 
60, 63, 65, 67 and 70. 

The second objective, in actuality an 
amendment to the motion calling for 
adoption of the intermediate grades, was 
to ensure that ANACS would not employ 
any of the intermediate grades on certif- 
icates until coins representative of these 
grades were added to ANACS' reference 
grading sets. 

These decisions were monumental in 
that they were restrictive yet gave ANACS 
the authority to determine which inter- 
mediate grades could be used for particu- 
lar series of coins. The Board also recog- 
nized that a representative "model" coin 
for each grade was a necessity when a 
definition in words did not sufficiently 
describe a particular grade designation. 

Knowing that an ideal reference grading 
set for each U.S. coin series would con- 


sist of at least 100 pieces and would have 
to be approved by a Board-appointed panel, 
ANACS realized that its role in determin- 
ing which intermediate grades would be 
employed on certificates was important. 
ANACS understood its own limitations, 
acknowledging that it is virtually impossi- 
ble to consistently recognize the differ- 
ence between each and every increment 
of an 11 -point Mint State grading scale. 
Even with a visual standard as a basis for 
comparison, the differences between some 
grades many times can be difficult to dis- 
cern. Nevertheless, should the technology 
one day exist to accurately and consistent- 
ly distinguish such minute differences 
within the Mint State range, the ANA 
Board of Governors already will have tak- 
en the step to recognize these increments. 

With this understanding, a prioritized 
list was compiled, which included coins 
and respective grades that the ANA felt 
should be focused upon first. In addition, 
limited funding was pledged for the as- 
sembly of the reference grading sets. 

In accordance with this list, the first 
major series of coins to be assembled are: 
1) Morgan and Peace dollars; 2) Walking 
Liberty half dollars; 3) Mercury dimes; 4) 
Saint-Gaudens $20 gold pieces; and 5) 
commemoratives. The grades thought to 
be most important for these series are: 
1) MS-60, 63, 65 and 67 (realizing that 
MS-70 is a virtually nonexistent grade); 2) 
MS-64; 3) MS-62 and MS-66; 4) AU-58; and 
5) MS-61, MS-68 and MS-69 (if, in fact, the 
latter two are deemed practical). 

With these priorities in mind, the ANA 
Board realized the importance of estab- 
lishing visual standards for the already 
recognized grades of MS-60, 63, 65, 67 and 
70. Only aher specimens of these grades 
were secured would the assembly of ex- 
amples of the intermediate grades take 
place. So that ANACS might acquire 
these pieces, the Board granted $45,000 
for purchases; however, this money was 
to be spent only after ANACS obtained 
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as many pieces as possible from the ANA 
museum collection. Also, because exam- 
ples of both obverse and reverse grades 
were needed, coins with an inferior side 
were sought for the sake of economy. 

As of this publication, the following 
series of coins have been acquired for the 
AN ACS reference grading sets: 

1) Morgan dollars; 57 pieces in grades 
MS-60, MS-62, MS-63, MS-64 and MS-65 

2) Peace dollars; 42 pieces in grades 
MS-60, MS-62, MS-63, MS-64 and MS-65 

3) $20 Saint-Gaudens; 10 pieces in grades 
MS-62 and MS-64 

4) $20 Liberty; 8 pieces in grades MS-60 
and MS-62 

5) Walking Liberty half doUars; 39 pieces 
in grades MS-62, MS-63, MS-64 and MS-65 

Representative examples of both ob- 
verse and reverse have been secured for 
the grades listed above. Those lacking ei- 
ther an obverse or reverse for a particular 
grade are not listed. It is important to re- 
member that although assembly of spec- 
imens of the base grades (MS-60, 63, 65, 
67 and 70) receives top priority, ANACS 
still uses these grades for all series of U.S. 
coins, as listed in Official ANA Grading 
Standards for United States Coins. 

ANACS Recognizes 19 

The ANA Certification Service recently 
acknowledged two varieties of 1981-S mint- 
mark, and, as of September 1, 1986, cer- 
tificates issued for 1981-S coins denote ei- 
ther ^'Type V' or '"Type H" mintmarks. The 
San Francisco Mint utilized Type I from 
mid- 1979 through mid- 1981 and Type II 
from mid- 1981 through December 1981. 

The 1981-S Type I displays a style much 
like the 1979 "'clear S" mintmark, al- 
though it does differ slightly in that the 
smooth field is evident only as two small 
circular areas within the loops of the S. 
The bottom serif of the Type I mintmark 
also appears to be more angular. The 
1981-S Type n variety is distinguished by 
a stylized S with large bulbous serifs and 
open fields within the loops. 

According to ANACS Director Rick 
Montgomery, the degree of openness in- 
side the loops of either S mintmark de- 
pends on the punching pressure. A strong 
tap of the punch may sink the S deep in- 
to the working die, displaying the lower 


How do aU these changes affect the nu- 
mismatist? To the collector, they mean 
very little, particularly if he or she spe- 
cializes in circulated coins. For the collec- 
tor or dealer of Mint State or AU coins, 
the addition of the intermediate grades af- 
fords a greater measure of accuracy in 
describing these types of coins. For the 
investor in coins, these grades allow more 
accurate determination of the quality of 
Mint State purchases. 

It is important to remember that not all 
individuals are required to use this 11- 
point system. However, the ANA opted 
to recognize it so that collectors, dealers 
and investors alike might familiarize 
themselves with and utilize this system 
should it become practical in the fijture. 
The ANA'S acceptance of the 11 Mint 
State grades and new AU-58 grade demon- 
strates its responsiveness and anticipation 
of the needs of its member dealers and in- 
vestors, without forsaking the collector. 

The ANACS Director welcomes com- 
ments about the 1 1 -point Mint State grad- 
ing system.

recesses of the punch and greatly reduc- 
ing the fields within the S; a light tap of 
the punch would increase the fields. 

Montgomery emphasizes that although 
the fields inside the loops generally are 
a good indication of the variety, the 
style and shape of the mintmark itself 
should be the determining factor in prop- 
er identification.

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INCC Article Draws Surprising Number of Inquiries 


Publication in The Numismatist of 
Douglas C. Jennings' article, "How 1 Dis- 
covered the INCC and Found True Hap- 
piness" (August 1986), produced the great- 
est influx of inquiries about the ANA's 
correspondence courses and the Roman 
Coin Project since their inception. Much 
publicity about these ANA programs fol- 
lowed in local coin club newsletters, af- 
firming that many Numismatist readers 
echoed Jennings' statement that "These 
two offerings are the best-kept secrets in 
numismatics today." 

To many, the biggest surprise was the 
nominal fee charged for the courses — a 
fraction of what one would expect to pay 
for educational offerings of this scope. The 
Greater Houston Coin Club came up with 
an additional enticement for its members 
to complete either correspondence course: 
if a GHCC member completes the pro- 
gram with a score of 90 percent or better, 
the club will reimburse them for the full 
cost of the course. 

A vast amount of material is covered in 
the Basic and the Intermediate Corre- 
spondence Courses, the latter of which 
also offers students the opportunity to per- 
sonally communicate with an adminis- 
trator — a knowledgeable and experienced 


numismatist — who grades their exams 
and answers any questions that arise. 

For ANA members the cost of the Basic 
Numismatic Correspondence Course is 
$10 for adults, $4 for juniors,- nonmember 
fees are $15 and $6. The Intermediate Nu- 
mismatic Correspondence Course is $15 
for adult ANA members and $ 1 1 for jun- 
ior members; nonmember fees are $20 and 
$13. For information about either course, 
write to ANA Correspondence Courses, 
818 North Cascade Avenue, Colorado 
Springs, CO 80903-3279. Please allow 6 
to 8 weeks for delivery of course material. 

Those enrolled in the Roman Coin Proj- 
ect can earn a Roman coin by completing 
the Basic Numismatic Correspondence 
Course; a Byzantine issue can be had by 
completing the Intermediate Numismatic 
Correspondence Course. (A total of 10 an- 
cient coins can be earned in the Roman 
Coin Project simply by participating in 
various numismatic activities.) 

The RCP is free for junior ANA mem- 
bers; adult members pay a one-time $12 
registration fee, which is donated to the 
ANA Library Fund. More information 
about the Roman Coin Project can be ob- 
tained by writing to David R. Cervin, 
6201 Adirondack, Amarillo, TX 79106.

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Survey Results Help Target Members' Needs 

During January and February of this year, two surveys were taken by the ANA to 
help set goals that will benefit its members. The first was sent to a random sample 
of ANA members, while the second sought opinions of ANA Certification Service 
(ANACS) users as well as ANA members selected at random from membership rolls. 
The results of each survey are presented here for membership review. 


ANA MEMBERSHIP SURVEY 

The purpose of this survey was to deter- 
mine members' views on such issues as 
ANA'S image, its strengths and weakness- 
es; member collecting activities; mem- 
bers' use of ANA services; image of The 
Numismatist, its strengths and weakness- 
es; and finally, member demographics. 

Surveys were mailed to 1,241 ANA mem- 
bers selected at random; 530 completed 
surveys were returned for a 42.7-percent 
response rate. This sampling plan repre- 
sents a 95-percent confidence level with 
an error of plus or minus 4.1 percent. All 
answers are shown in valid percent (%) 
and represent the number of respondents 
answering that particular question.

ANACS SURVEY 

This survey was conducted to deter- 
mine ANACS users' and ANA members' 
views on such issues as composition of 
the ANA Board of Governors,- method of 
electing the Board of Governors; respond- 
ents' use of ANACS; use of competitive 
grading and authentication services,- sat- 
isfaction with current ANACS grading 
methods; ANACS services used; ANACS' 
image, its strengths and weaknesses,- and 
finally, respondent demographics. Surveys 
were mailed to two groups: 2,125 people 
who have used ANACS at least once dur- 
ing the past two years and 2,123 ANA 
members selected from general member- 
ship rolls, although the groups are not 
completely mutually exclusive. It is possi- 
ble, though not likely, that a respondent's 
name would appear on lists from both 
groups. A total of 1,455 completed surveys 
were returned, yielding a 34.25-percent re- 
sponse rate,- of these, 425 completed sur- 
veys from each group were randomly se- 
lected for data processing and analysis. 

The sampling plan described above pro- 
vides a confidence level of 95 percent with 
an error of plus or minus 4.7 percent. All 
answers are shown in valid percent (%) 
and represent the number of respondents 
who answered that particular question. In 
addition, responses are shown for each 


group surveyed; "M" indicates ANA 
members, "U" represents ANACS users 
and "T" is the combined response of 
"M" and "U."

SURVEY CONCLUSIONS 

ANA Image 

Collectively, respondents see the ANA 
as professional, knowledgeable and educa- 
tional, although they are less enthusiastic 
about ANA'S value, prestige and useful- 
ness and less so about ANA services, re- 
sponsiveness and accessibility. 

The Numismatist 

The Numismatist is the most popular 
of all ANA services, with half of all re- 
spondents indicating they read the maga- 
zine. The Numismatist is more widely 
read by respondents than any other nu- 
mismatic publication. 

AN ACS Image 

After The Numismatist, ANACS is the 
second most popular of all ANA services. 
The ANA Certification Service is con- 
sidered to be professional, somewhat re- 
sponsive and convenient, and to offer a 
fair number of services. However, respond- 
ents feel the service is rather slow and ex- 
pensive, and that doing business by mail 
is somewhat risky. ANACS users are 
more confident in sending coins by mail 
than nonusers. 

Respondents indicated that ANACS 
grading is somewhat knowledgeable, of 
reasonably high value and usefulness, 
and somewhat educational and accurate. 
ANACS opinions and standards are con- 
sidered somewhat inconsistent, and many 
believe that ANACS tends to undergrade 
coins. Respondents' biggest concern is 
grading consistency. 


ANACS Grading and Fees 

Respondents are about evenly split on 
the subject of numerical versus adjectival 
grading. ANA members prefer a combina- 
tion of both numerical and adjectival, 
while ANACS users desire numerical 
grading only. ANACS users also are divid- 
ed concerning grading numbers, with pref- 
erence evenly split between those who 
want more grades and those who prefer 
the system in use at the time. 

ANACS users slightly prefer industry 
grading adjectives MS-65 Gem and MS-65 
Choice to ANA's MS-65 Choice and 
MS-63 Select. In general, collectors favor 
ANA adjectives, while dealers and inves- 
tors support industry adjectives. Neither 
ANACS users nor ANA members favor 
use of plus ( + ) or minus (-) symbols in 
addition to numerical grades. 

Finally, respondents from both groups 
are in favor of paying an additional fee for 
an in-depth grading analysis. 

Services 

One in five members uses the library,- 
one in four attends conventions; and one 
in ten takes advantage of seminars and ed- 
ucational programs. One in five persons 
uses counterfeit detection reports; one in 
six makes inquiries. 

Elections 

Most respondents think past ANA pres- 
idents should be allowed to run for the 
Board of Governors. A majority also be- 
lieve the number of dealers on the Board 
should be limited to three and prefer 
Board members be elected by popular vote 
rather than by the current method. 

Respondent Demographics 

Demographic information provided by 
the surveys shows that the "typical" ANA 
member is a 35- to 49-year-old male who 
has attended college and earns in excess 
of $40,000 per year in a professional, tech- 
nical, managerial or entrepreneural career. 
Most have been ANA members for more 
than five years and are collectors, rather 
than dealers or investors.

Somethingspecial in the air 
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Queen City Welcomes Conventioneers 



Members will experience the hospitali- 
ty and charm of America's first gold-rush 
state when they trek to the South for the 
ANA'S 9th Midwinter Convention, Feb- 
ruary 27-March 1, 1987, in Charlotte, 
North Carolina. Located midway between 
New York and Florida, the Appalachian 
highlands and the Atlantic Ocean, Char- 
lotte, with an average February tempera- 
ture of 46 degrees, is ideally situated to 
provide a wide range of numismatic and 
leisure activities. 

Set in a forest of flowering dogwoods 
and azaleas amid the fertile red soil of the 
Piedmont region, the "Crossroads of the 
Carolinas" combines big-city amenities 
with small-town convenience and atmos- 
phere. The downtown business area, fea- 
turing a 134,000-square-foot Civic Center 
connected by climate-controlled skywalks 
to a surrounding six-block area, helps make 
Charlotte the financial, commercial and 
transportation capital of the Southeast. 

Visitors also will find that Charlotte is 
a community in touch with its past. Vir- 
gin forests, abundant game and mild cli- 
mate drew adventuresome colonists to 
the Carolina wilderness in the mid- 1700s. 
Thomas Polk, one of the first white men 
to settle there, built his new bride a house 
at the intersection of the Catawba Trading 
Path and another wagon trail, and, with 
several neighbors, purchased 360 acres of 
a former English land grant. Polk, a man 
of action, envisioned a town where only 
scattered log homes dotted the forest. 

Polk and his neighbors constructed a 
log courthouse where the paths crossed 
and pushed for chartering of their village. 
In 1768 the Carolina Assembly granted 
the charter, commending the area for its 
"healthfulness" and as a "convenient place 
for trade." One hundred acres, divided in- 
to half-acre home sites, was named Char- 
lotte Town, after the then Queen of Eng- 
land, Charlotte of Mecklenburg-Strelitz. 

When the British came to Charlotte 
during the Revolutionary War, they set up 
headquarters in Polk's house and ordered 
the citizenry to remain peacefully at home. 
But American sharpshooters seemed to 
be everywhere, constantly harassing the 
British and disrupting communications. 
General Cornwallis at last reported the 
place to be "an agreeable village" but a 


The oldest structure still standing in the 
Charlotte area, the Hezekiah Alexander 
Homesite, built in 1774, still retains its co- 
lonial charm. 

"damned hornet's nest of rebellion." (A 
hornet's nest now graces the city seal, and 
the hornet is a popular symbol for area 
sports teams.) 

Charlotte's post-war years saw the re- 
gion prosper as more and more acreage 
was devoted to cotton production. Yet, 
amid the creeks and rivers of North Caro- 
lina lay another, undiscovered bonanza. 

One Sunday in 1799, young Conrad 
Reed stumbled on a shiny, yellow stone 
in a stream on his farm near Concord. A 
silversmith was unable to identify the 17- 
pound rock, and it served for several years 
as a doorstop in the Reed house. In 1802 
a Fayetteville jeweler determined that the 
piece was gold and purchased it from the 
Reeds for $3.50, which amounted to one- 
thousandth of its true value. The Reed 
family searched their creek for other val- 
uable finds, eventually uncovering a 28- 
pound specimen, but for more than 20 
years the value of the yellow metal went 
unrecognized by the general public. 

Hearing of the Reeds' good fortune, 
other farmers began searching Carolina 
streams for gold. Placer mining (gold pan- 
ning) gave way to underground mining 
when it was learned in 1825 that the met- 
al also existed in veins of white quartz 
rock. In addition to dredging the creeks 
and rivers, prospectors bored large, wind- 
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ing tunnels under many local farms. 
Downtown Charlotte became honey- 
combed with the shafts of nearly 100 
mines, as all manner of hopeful gold 
seekers converged on the city. By the ear- 
ly 1830s, the news had spread afar and the 
red foothills of the southern Appalachians 
were the scene of the first U.S. gold rush. 

In 1831 Christopher Bechtler began 
minting $2^2 and $5 gold pieces in Ruth- 
erford County, about 60 miles east of 
Charlotte, buying gold from local miners. 
Bechtler' s gold, which later included a 
$ 1 piece, for many years was the princi- 
pal currency in the area. Increasing gold 
production necessitated other minting 
sources, but shipping ore to the Philadel- 
phia Mint involved a long, dangerous jour- 
ney by horse, wagon or stage. 

After much petitioning. Congress au- 
thorized the construction of the Charlotte 
Mint, the first branch mint in the coun- 
try. Production of $1, $2y2 and $5 gold 
pieces at Charlotte totaled more than $5 
million from 1838 until 1861, when op- 
erations ceased. After the Civil War, Char- 
lotte's mint served as a U.S. Assay Office 
until 1913, then as a federal courthouse, 
headquarters for the Red Cross during 
World War II, and finally as a meeting 


place for the Charlotte Women's Club. 

During the Great Depression, the Greek 
Revival structure was slated for demoli- 
tion to make room for a new post office 
building. However, in 1932 a grassroots 
organization of concerned Charlotteans 
raised sufficient funds to move the build- 
ing, stone by stone, to a new site, where 
it opened in 1936 as North Carolina's first 
museum of art. Today, the Charlotte Mint 
Museum of Art houses a 25,000-piece col- 
lection of paintings, pre-Columbian art, 
regional crafts, American pottery, African 
art. Piedmont historic artifacts, currency 
of the Carolinas, and utensils and machin- 
ery used to manufacture coinage at the 
Charlotte Mint. 

After the turn of the century, Char- 
lotte's location midway between the pop- 
ulation centers of the northeast and the 
agricultural areas of the South, combined 
with the hydroelectric harnessing of the 
Catawba River, proved to be an economic 
boon. Once mainly a producer of cotton, 
Charlotte swiftly became a major textile 
center and distribution point for manufac- 
tured goods. Today, a strong industrial 
background has made Charlotte the trans- 
portation hub of the South, as well as the 
Sunbelt's major financial center, with

resources exceeding those of any city be- 
tween Philadelphia and Dallas. Char- 
lotte's controlled expansion, rooted firm- 
ly in a diversified economy of finance, 
transportation, industry, communications 
and services, attracts people of diverse 
cultures and interests. 

Visitors will discover a host of leisure- 
time activities in the Queen City. The 
Radisson Hotel, the official convention 
accommodations, is linked by enclosed 
walkway to a multitude of shops and serv- 
ice establishments, where one can find 
everything from fresh bagels and cut 
flowers to Appalachian crafts and high 
fashion. Spirit Square, Charlotte's uptown 
center for people-oriented activities in the 
arts, contains four art galleries and an 
800-seat theater offering a full range of 
entertainment, from classical productions 
to Bluegrass dance. Discovery Place, lo- 
cated near Spirit Square, is a "hands-on" 
museum of science, technology and nat-

Known 
as the "Rock House," the historic dwell- 
ing features authentic period furnishings, 
hand-hewn timbers and craftsmen practic- 
ing the traditional arts of spinning, black- 
smithing and woodcarving. 

Whatever your interests — numismat- 
ics, history, shopping or sightseeing — 
come to Charlotte and discover this 
golden city in the heart of the South.

In this month s column, 12-yeaT-old James Ervin of Columbia, South Carolina, shares his interest 
m collecting and U.S. coinage, fames joined the ANA in July 1986, and although he has been 
pursumg the hobby for only five years, his collection totals almost 1,000 specimens. The follow- 
ing is excerpted from a term paper he wrote for his class in language arts. 

An Introduction to Coins and Collecting 

JAMES RANDALL ERVIN ana 131590 


Long ago, man realized that he needed 
a system of exchange. The first method 
was simple barter, exchanging one prod- 
uct for another. Metal was very popular 
for bartering, as it was easy to handle, re- 
usable and decorative. It also maintained 
its value. 

Originally, chunks of metal were used; 
however, they were cumbersome and soon 
were cut into smaller pieces. These pieces 
had to be weighed before bartering. Con- 
sequently, to save time and energy they 
were stamped with a weight designation, 
thereby creating the first coins. Ancient 
coins were made simply by hammering 
the metal to its proper thickness and shap- 
ing a rim. It was then softened by heat and 
impressed with an image by hammering 
it upon a die. 

The first money exchanged during 
America's early colonization was wam- 
pum — white or black beads. Four black or 
eight white beads equaled one penny. A 
system of barter also was used by the col- 
onists. As the area became more settled, 
many coins from England and Spain cir- 
culated. The most widely used was the 
Spanish milled dollar, or "piece of eight," 
so called because it was cut into eight 
pieces, each worth llVi cents, together 
making a whole dollar. One piece was 
called a "bit," from which we get the ex- 
pression "two bits," denoting 25 cents. 
The design on the back of the dollar, a rib- 
bon wrapped around two pillars, evolved 
into our dollar symbol ($). 

After the adoption of the Articles of 
Confederation in 1778, all states could 
mint their own coins. The first to do so 
was New Hampshire. Massachusetts pro- 
duced coinage based on a decimal system, 
issuing a coin worth one-hundredth of a 
dollar. This system of monetary worth is 
the basis for our coins today. Official 
United States coinage was introduced in

1787 with the striking of the Fugio cent. 
Five years later, the country's first full- 
production mint, located in Philadelphia, 
went into operation. 

The Lincoln cent in use today was is- 
sued initially in 1909 on the 100th anni- 
versary of Lincoln's birth. To commemo- 
rate the 150th anniversary, the ears of 
wheat on the back were replaced with a 
rendering of the Lincoln Memorial. After 
78 years of circulation, the Lincoln cent 
holds the current record for longevity. 

In 1938 it was decided to use Thomas 
Jefferson's portrait on the nickel, rather 
than the buffalo. A contest to determine 
the best design was held, and, out of all 
the entries, Felix Schlag's portrait of Jef- 
ferson won. To this day, the Jefferson 
nickel displays Schlag's work. 

When President Franklin Roosevelt

died, it was decided that he should be hon- 
ored on a coin, and in 1946 his likeness 
was put on the dime. The 200th anniver- 
sary of the birth of George Washington 
prompted officials to place his profile on 
the 25-cent piece in 1932, replacing the 
image of Standing Liberty. When Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy died, he, like Roose- 
velt, was pictured on a coin. From 1964 
to 1966, the Kennedy half dollar was 
minted in silver, after which the metal 
content changed. 

In 1971 a portrait of President Dwight 
Eisenhower was placed on the dollar, 
along with an adaptation of the Apollo II 
insignia, honoring man's first landing on 
the moon. The coin was produced for 
seven years, at which time the Susan B. 
Anthony dollar took over. This coin set 
precedents in U.S. coinage history — 
it was the first to picture an American 
woman, the first non-gold dollar of small 
size, and the first with a non-circular rim. 
Public dissatisfaction and the dollar's con- 
fusing resemblance to a quarter signaled 
its end in 1981. 

Obtaining certain coins or sets of coins 
is a very popular hobby called "numismat- 
ics." Some people collect coins for enjoy- 
ment or as works of art, while others look 
upon them as an investment. Collectors 
often specialize in coins of a certain coun- 
try or pieces that display a particular sub- 
ject. It is an easy and fun hobby. 

Numismatics has a terminology all its 
own. For example, "obverse" and "re- 
verse" mean "front" and "back," respec- 
tively. Some terms, such as "field" and 
"inscription," are self-explanatory, while 
others, such as "effigy" (portrait) are a lit- 
tle more vague and complicated. 

Today, coins are produced at four dif- 
ferent locations — Philadelphia, Denver, 
San Francisco and West Point— though in 


the past coins also were struck by mints 
in Charlotte (North Carolina), Dahlonega 
(Georgia), Carson City (Nevada) and New 
Orleans. The mints, with the exception 
of Philadelphia, place a small letter or 
"mintmark" on the coins they produce to 
indicate their origin. These mintmarks 
often influence the price of certain coins. 

Before 1965, the dime, quarter, half dol- 
lar and dollar all were made of 90-percent 
silver/ 10-percent copper, after which the 
mints introduced "clad coinage." Coins 
produced in this fashion have a copper 
core with a layer of copper-nickel on the 
outside (if you look at the edge of a new 
coin, you will see these layers). Our 5-cent 
piece is 75-percent copper/25-percent nick- 
el, while the penny, which was 95-percent 
copper/5-percent zinc, now is zinc with a 
copper coating. 

The best source of coins for your col- 
lection is the change in your pocket. Ex- 
changing money for rolls of coins at a 
bank is an easy way of getting coins 
cheaply and easily. Flard-to-find coins usu- 
ally can be purchased at local coin shops. 

Supplies for coin collectors are inexpen- 
sive and readily obtained at coin and hob- 
by shops. A folder for storing and display- 
ing coins, a guide to coin prices, and a 
magnifier are almost the only supplies 
needed. The definitive guide to collecting 
is A Guide Book of United States Coins, 
often called the "Red Book" by collectors 
because of its familiar red cover. 

Caring for coins is very important, for 
a coin improperly handled and stored can 
be worthless. To prevent fingerprints, 
moisture and dust from damaging a coin, 
handle it only by its edges. Polishing and 
washing should be avoided at all costs. 
Lastly, do not allow coins to rub against 
one another, as scratches will result. 

Sharing your hobby with friends is im- 
portant. A coin club is one way to interest 
others in your hobby and gain personal ex- 
perience. Coin magazines are very inform- 
ative and tell all the latest hobby news. 
Membership in the American Numismat- 
ic Association, the largest group of coin 
collectors in the world, can be most help- 
ful. The principal objectives of the ANA 
are the advancement of knowledge and 
better relations among collectors. 

The world of coin collecting is vast and 
full of knowledge. This short introduction 
only begins to explore this great hobby.

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Donations as Charitable Contributions 


The recently enacted 1986 Tax Reform 
Act may have a definite effect upon the 
calculation for charitable contributions 
made by many donors. Under the new tax- 
rate stmcture, starting January 1, 1988, in- 
dividuals will fall under either a 15-per- 
cent or a 28-percent bracket; from January 
1, 1987, however, a transitional rate stmc- 
ture with five brackets, ranging from 1 1 
to 38.5 percent, will be in effect. In addi- 
tion, as of January 1, those who do not 
itemize returns will not be allowed to 
deduct charitable contributions at all. 

Under the ''alternative minimum tax" 
plan beginning the first of next year, the 
appreciation on charitable contributions 
will be included as a "preference item." 
This means that possible increases in 
value on donated materials may be con- 
sidered deductible in computing "regular 
tax" but must be added into taxable in- 
come to calculate the individual's posi- 
tion in the new system of transitional 
brackets. Taxpayers will be obliged to pay 
the higher of the two liabilities, which 
would indicate that some donors may 
derive less benefit from their generosity 
under the provisions of the 1986 Tax Re- 
form Act. Favorable treatment of charita- 
ble contributions will be reduced still fur- 
ther when the new system comes into full 


play in 1988. 

The museum staff encourages all past 
donors, and potential future donors, to 
consider the possible advantages of pre- 
senting important gifts to the collection 
before the expiration of the presently ex- 
isting tax law, on December 31, 1986. To 
assist, we are hereby restating guidelines 
for donations to the museum's collection. 

Although the ANA can accept worth- 
while donations beyond those items 
sought to be added to the museum or li- 
brary, donors should bear in mind that 
some materials may have to be disposed 
of in order for the ANA to derive ap- 
propriate benefit. Such donations may be 
considered "unrelated" to the Associa- 
tion's estabhshed purpose by the Internal 
Revenue Service and thus would not en- 
title donors to the same degree of appre- 
ciated value deduction as would other- 
wise be the case. Prospective contributors 
should consult IRS Publications 526 and 
561, or their tax advisors. 

Still young, the ANA museum's cabi- 
net is deficient in many major collecting 
categories. Typical examples of subject 
areas in which the ANA collection is to- 
tally, or almost totally, devoid are given 
below. Any such specimens, as well as 
many others, are earnestly requested. 
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Ancient Coins 

Early Greek and Lydian electrum coin- 
ages of Asia Minor; Persian gold darics and 
silver sigloi; Archaic Greek silver; exam- 
ples of the dekadrachm denomination; 
Roman Republican aes mde, aes signatum 
and aes grave. 

European Coins 

Early and middle period Anglo-Saxon 
coins (thrymsas, sceattas, pennies); ex- 
amples of the British '^guinea" denomina- 
tion; the Tirolean gulden-groschen of 
I486; the Bohemian ^^oachimsthalers" of 
the Counts of Schlick. 

Early American Coinage 

Sommer Islands '"Hogge Money"; "New 
England" coinage; "Willow Tree" coinage; 
Higley coinage; New England and Caro- 
lina "elephant tokens." 

U.S. Major Coin Types 

1793 half cents; Flowing Hair half 
dimes; Bust half dimes; Bust quarters; 
Bust $10 gold; Bust $2V2 gold; $4 gold 
"Stella" patterns; Panama-Pacific $50 gold 
pieces; Pioneer and Territorial gold. 

Medals 

Renaissance and Baroque European 
medals; U.S. (and foreign) original Indian 
Peace medals; and medals from the Olym- 
pic Games. 

In general, the policy of the museum is 
to have two excellent examples of every 
genuine numismatic item. If offered an 
item of higher quality than the specimens 
already in the collection, the museum ac- 
cepts the profferred donation and dis- 
poses of the lower grade item already in 
the cabinet. Legally held, non-genuine 
items — altered, replica and counterfeit — 
are accepted by the museum to remove 
them from the marketplace. They are add- 
ed to the reference collections maintained 
primarily for use by the ANA Certifica- 
tion Service. 

Bulk donations of low-value items are 
not generally considered for addition to 
the collection, since, under the fiduciary 
obligations by which the ANA must abide, 
the cost of processing each item is the 
same regardless of its value. The museum 
staff encourages potential donors of such 
material to seriously consider disposing 
of the items themselves and donating part 


or all of the proceeds to the museum. 

The ANA is a tax-exempt organization, 
as defined under section 501(c)(3) of the 
Internal Revenue Code. Therefore, all do- 
nations to the ANA qualify as charitable 
contributions for income tax purposes. 
The museum is not, and cannot be, a tax- 
consulting service. For additional infor- 
mation about potential tax benefits of 
donations, consult relevant IRS literature 
or a tax advisor. 

The 1984 Tax Reform Act stipulates 
that for yearly charitable donations of 
items of like kind in the amount of $500 
to $5,000, the IRS requires a portion of 
Form 8283 to be completed. For yearly 
donations of items of like kind valued 
by the donor at more than $5,000, all of 
Form 8283 must be completed. This re- 
quires an appraisal of the items in ques- 
tion. The IRS definition of a qualified ap- 
praiser is rigorous and is thoroughly stated 
in Publication 526. ANA staff cannot ap- 
praise donations. 

The ANA would like to encourage 
those collectors who do not wish to do- 
nate their collection to the museum dur- 
ing their lifetime to seriously consider the 
advantages to their estates of bequeathing 
their collection to the ANA. Please con- 
sult your lawyer for advice as to the best 
methods for considering the museum in 
your will. 

Prospective donors should contact the 
museum staff, providing an accurate de- 
scription/inventory of any proposed dona- 
tions. All potential donors are encouraged 
to have their collection appraised by an 
independent qualified appraiser, as de- 
fined by the IRS. Upon notification by the 
museum registrar, those items that will 
be considered for acceptance into the mu- 
seum cabinet should be sent to the mu- 
seum via registered mail. Included should 
be a letter that clearly states the owner's 
intention of donating the items, along 
with a complete and accurate inventory 
of the items submitted. The donor may, 
if he wishes, include a declaration of the 
fair market value of the donation. 

Upon receipt of the donation, inventory 
and declaration of value, the museum 
committee makes the final selection of 
items suitable for accession to the muse- 
um; unsuitable items are returned to the 
owner at the ANA's expense or consid- 
ered as non-museum gifts. Museum staff 
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next processes the suitable items into the 
collection. A deed of gift, which formally 
transfers title of the objects to the muse- 
um, is executed. 

A receipt acknowledging the donation 
is issued by the ANA accounting depart- 
ment. On the receipt is a disclaimer stat- 
ing that the issuance of a receipt by the 


ANA is not to be taken as confirmation 
of the value that was stated by the donor. 
This receipt does not constitute an ap- 
praisal. Receipts issued for non-genuine 
material always stipulate '"no stated val- 
ue," because a legitimate fair market 
value generally does not exist and legally 
cannot be allowed.

A Tale of Prophets. And Profits. 

In 1977, Les and Sue Fox published the first edition 
of SQverDollar Fortune Telling. Within its 190 p>ages, 
these veteran investment counselors boldly predicted 
that many MS-65 Morgan and Peace dollars — coins 
that, at the time, were priced well below $20 each — 
would appreciate more than fivefold in the ensuing 
decade.

Fortune Telling, Morgan and Peace dollars are not 
selling for five times their 1977 values. In most cases, the 
actual increase has been more than 20 times! A p)erson 
who invested $10,000 back in 1977 would today have 
profits of more than $190,000! 

The Final Edition 

Four updated editions of Silver Dollar Fortune 
Telling have appeared since the Foxes’ first prophetic 
effort nearly 10 years ago. In that time, their reputation 
has grown as fast as rare coin values themselves.

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Coins of the Bible 

' From the Holy Land comes this group of bronzes called prutot 
I (singular “prutah”), the small change of the lands of the Bible. 

J The choice of type is yours. The following is represented: 


HASMONAEAN DYNASTY: 103-37 B.C. 

Most coins are of the inscription/double cornucopiae type 
and were the basic medium of exchange during the 1st cen- 
tury B.C. These are often referred to as “Widow Mites” 

The value of the prutah is related to the Greek silver 
drachm: 1 silver drachm = 6 silver obols = 48 AE 
chalkoi = 168 AE prutot = 336 AE Lepta. In relation to 
the then current shekels of Tyre, one silver shekel = 

6.72 AE prutot. Later, this relationship changed slightly. 

HERODIAN DYNASTY: 37-4 B.C. 
During these troubled times a large variety of coin 
types and denominations were issued; most all of 
these offered by us are minted by Herod Agrippa I 
and are of the canopy/three ears of barley type 
which circulated in Jerusalem and environs. Herod 
Philip II and Agrippa issued portrait coins (graven 
images) which were designed to circulate outside 
the predominantly Jewish populated area. 




FIRST REVOLT: 66-70 A.D. 

While these coins were minted huge 
stones were being hurled and battering 
rams were used to raze the fortified walls 
of Jerusalem. The bronzes are dated, 
most all of year two (A.D. 67). 



ROMAN PROCURATORS: 6-66 A.D. 



The fourteen men appointed to this post by the 
emperor held office at Caesarea; six of the fourteen 
issued bronze coins. During this time the prutah 
was equal to one quadrans, 64 of which were 
equivalent to the Roman silver denarius.

Recently 
updated, the medal features a stylized 
portrait of Alexander the Great, 
surrounded by the member’s name, ANA 
membership number, and year of entrance 
into the Association engraved upon the 
medal’s surface. The obverse design was 
conceived by famed immigrant sculptor J. 
Otto Schweizer in 1916. The official ANA 
seal, adapted from the Association’s 1960 
Boston convention medal, appears on the 
reverse. The design was originally created 
by James Ford Clapp, Jr., and sculpted by 
Joseph Di Lorenzo, and has been used on 
exhibit awards and other significant 
medals of the ANA.
